Offended at Consul. 
Senator Marc Anthony Introduced In 
the upper house this morning a Joint 
resolution calling upon congress to re- 
quest that the Japanese consul-gen- 
eral at San Francisco be recalled by 
his government, on tho ground that 
the official had attempted to Influ- 
ence the action of the California leg- 
islature. 

The resolution concludes: "Whereas 
the activities of the imperial Japan- 
ese consulate of San Francisco in 
attempting to prevent constitutional 
and lawful proceedings of the legis- 
lature is an abuse of diplomatic priv- 
ileges, and establishes a dangerous 
precedent, constitutes a flagrant 
breach of International courtesy and 
unless disapproved now may Justify 
more pronounced activity towards 
other legislatures as well as towards 
other government departments. 

"Bo it resolved, that The Imperial 
Japanese consul at San Francisco Is 
attempting to prevent the due lawful 
and constitutional proceedings of the 
legislature, infringing upon the dignity, 
privilege and rights of said legislature, 
and 

Be it further resolved, that the Cali- 
fornia senators and representatives in 
congress, through proper oitlclal chan- 
nels be requested to represent the 
aforesaid activities of the Japanese 
consul to the consideration of the State 
Department, with the view that said 
consul be admonished that California 
Is neither Manchuria nor Korea, nor 
yet a province of Japan, and that said 
consul shall be sent back for such 
action." 

The resolution was referred to the 
committee on fedora! relations. 

No Action Likely. 

Washington, Jan. 27.— According tn 
Senator Lodge and other members of 
the senate committee on foreign re- 
lations, congress will not take cogniz- 
ance of a resolution with State Senator 
Anthony, introduced In the California 
legislature, calling upon congress to 
request the recall of the Japenese con- 
sul general at San Francisco.

Montreal, Jan. 27.— E. J. Chamber- 
lain, new vice-president and general 
manager of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway, assumed office this morning 
and In a brief Interview said his ap- 
pointment had come to 1dm as a 
S' rprlse, as much a surprise to him 
as to anybody. At the same time he 
felt it was an honor to be associated 
with such a great enterprise, and ho 
was further glad to take over the ap- 
pointment because it brought him 
again into a circle of very old and 
valued friends. Tho reason why he 
had so promptly taken up the reliis of 
office was because it was his inten- 
tion to pruse construction and organize 
tho G.T.P. with the same vigor as 
before 

"There Is going to be 110 change 
whatever in these matters," he said, 
"and no let up of any kind." 



Washington, Jan. 27.— After devot- 
ing over four hours to a consideration 
of tile Canadian waterways treaty- 
today, tin; senate adjourned without 
having made any substantial pro- 
gress toward ratification of the In- 
strument. The treaty will probably 
be considered dally until voted upon. 

Most of the time of the executive 
session was consumed by Senator 
W'm. Alden Smith, who insisted that 
the treaty should not be ratified with- 
out a provision fixing a division of 
the Interests of Canada and the United 
States in the G, 230, 000 horsepower 
provided by the rapids in the St. 
Mary's river. He showed thnt only 
0110 per cent, of the How of the river 
Is required to operate the locks at 
Sault. Ste. Marie, leaving the remain- 
der of the vast flow to be utilized for 
power purposes. To leave the division 
of the water undetermined at this 
time, he declared, would be to leavo 
a vexing question open for the future, 
and ho made plain his determination 
to fight the treaty. If. as a matter 
of right, he said, 75 per cent, of tho 
power belongs to the United States, as 
he was satisfied it did. ho wanted the 
fact specified In the treaty. 

In the development of the transmis- 
sion of power, he Insisted that It 
would be possible to utilize all of this 
vast energy for mining and manufac- 
turing purposes on the American sido 
of the St. Mary's river, and he did not 
wish to have the Industries of his 
state crippled by a failure to conserve 
rights in the framing of a treaty. 

Senator Lodge defended the treaty 
on the ground that the disposition of 
water rights related to a question of 
boundary, and could be settled later. 
In this view, Mr. Lodge was supported 
by Senator Carter, of Montana. In tho 
discussion which followed, both Sena- 
tor Teller, of Colorado, and Senator 
Heyburn, of Idaho, sustained Mr. 
Smith. 

When Mr, Smith was questioned as 
to what protection he would request, 
he replied that if the same protection 
was given to St. Mary's river as was 
given to the Niagara river he would 
make no objection. So far as the 
Niagara river was concerned, the 
treaty specifically sets out Just what 
division shall he made of the wate 
privileges and for the absolute refer 
ence of disputes to the joint high 
commission. 

Newfoundland Balks. 

St. John's, Nfld., Jan. 27— The New 
foundland cabinet has not accepted tho 
draft of tlie proposed fishery agree- 
ment arranged at Washington, but on 
the other hand has submitted a counter 
proposal to Ambassador Bryce and 
Secretary Root. The newspapers op- 
posed to Sir Robert Bond's government 
expressed the opinion thnt the premier 
does not Intend to accept the Wash- 
ington agreement.

Lumbermen Move in tho Matter of Se- 
curing Reduction of Expense 
in Litigation 



Vancouver, Jan. 27. — Lumbermen 
have taken up the question of the 
cost of litigation in British Columbia, 
Willi the result ttiat a petition has 
been prepared to be presented to the 
provincial government to enact laws 
at this session of legislature provid- 
ing for a revision of the scale of law 
costs In the various courts and re- 
ductions in the fees which lawyers are 
legally entitled to charge. It is 
pointed out In the petition that tho 
present charges are so heavy that 
sooner than go to court to light claims 
deemed to be unwarranted or exces- 
sive, many people prefer to settle, be- 
lieving that it Is cheaper to be Im- 
posed upon by an Individual. Tho 
government Is asked to adopt some 
provision for arbitration or some other 
inexpensive means of settling disputes 
without excessive cost, 



Vancouver, Jan. 27.— At tho Vancou- 
ver Liberal banquet held tonight Dr. 
Davidson, vice-president of the Young 
Liberal association, said that tho last 
election was lost In British Columbia 
because people had no confidence in 
tho Liberals, owing to accusations of 
local graft made on platforms, with 
names given, which passed uncontra- 
dicted. 

Dr. Kendall, following, said tho or- 
ganization committee did not take the 
rank and file into their confidence. He 
and dozens of others, all good Liberals, 
voted against the party because of 
this.

Government Opposes Effort to 
Change Present Doubtful 
Methods

Richard Cartwright's De- 
fence of Government's 
Heavy Outlay 



Ottawa, Jan. 27. — In the Houso of 
Commons this afternoon the Premier 
announced that Collingwood Sehreibor 
had been agreed upon by the chief 
engineer of the National Transcon- 
tinental and the chief engineer of tho 
G.T.P. in tho arbitration reclassifica- 
tion. 

The premier also stated that tho 
government had not taken any action 
in regard to the objections entered by 
the English press in Japan against W. 
T. R. Preston. 

Dr. Reld, of Grcnvllle, moved a reso- 
lution regarding the opening of ten- 
ders. The object was to provide a 
method which would protect the Inter- 
ests of all tenderers. Dr. Pugsley an- 
swered for the government, stating the 
present system was all right. There 
had been no proof adduced before the 
public accounts committee of its 
failure. 

F. D. Monk regretted the govern- 
ment's decision. There was a strong 
impression current throughout the 
country that there was no use tender- 
ing on government contracts unless 
one had a strong pull with the gov- 
ernment. 

The debate was continued by several 
speakers and then Mr. Foster brought 
up tho Mayes dredging scandal at 
St. John. To this Mr. Pugsley made 
a vigorous defense, and ho was still 
speaking when tho Houso adjourned. 

It is learned that tho Conservatives 
will drop proceedings In tho protestod 
election of Sir Wilfrid Laurier for Ot- 
tawa. This will mean a bye-election 
in Ottawa, probably during the present 
session, as the Premier will sit for 
Quebec East. 

In the senato today Sir Richard 
Cartwrlght, the government leader, 
spoke In defence of the expenditure of 
the government since 1898. This he 
Justified by declaring that the public 
works executed were commensurate 
with tho amount of money spent. 
Speaking of the Intercolonial railway, 
he said something would bo done, but 
ho was afraid It was a tough propo- 
sition. He feared that under the gov- 
ernment ownership system it would al- 
ways be run at a much greater ex- 
pense than If managed by a private 
company. 

An important chango will bo mada 
In the Winnipeg customs office within 
few days. The government has de- 
cided to place Col. Scott on tho super- 
annuation list. He has, In the opinion 
of the department officials, long and 
worthily tilled the office of collector 
of customs. 

S. J. Jackson, ex-M.P. for Selkirk, 
will be gazetted assistant Indian Com- 
missioner In a few days, succeeding 
Mr. McKenna, who will be appointed 
to a new and important inspectorship 
In tho department. Other government 
appointments affecting the west are 
on the list. The Impression prevails 
that a British Columbian will get the 
vacancy on the railway commission. 

The railway commission has divided 
up among Its membership the work of 
the provinces. Judge Mabee will exer- 
cise a general supervision, but tho 
commissioners will havo authority ov- 
er all general matters In certain terri- 
tory. Ontario, save the district west 
of Port Arthur, is aslgned to Assis- 
tant Chief Commissioner Scott, who 
will also supervise matters relating to 
the city of Montreal, Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward Island are in tho hands 
Commissioner Bernler, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Ontario west of 
Port Arthur are assigned to 'Commis- 
sioner McLean, and Alberta arid Brit- 
ish Columbia to Commissioner Mills.

Tho claim 
Is mado that this Is the only place 
where radium can bo found outside of 
tVustrla.

Entertained by the Canadian club 
of this city at luncheon at the Drlard 
yesterday, D. D. Mann, of the Canadian 
Northern railway, spoke briefly and 
referred In a guarded manner to his 
railway projects as they affect British 
Columbia. Mr. Mann referred to tho 
fact thai other provinces which have 
guaranteed the bonds of the railway 
have never been compelled to spend 
any money as a result of their guaran- 
tee, and it Is thought from that that 
Mr. Mann's proposals to the provincial 
government lay along that line. 

Following the address a vote of 
thanks was moved by Mayor Hall and 
seconded hv Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt. Hon. 
Richard McBrlde followed with a few 
remarks. The guest of honor when 
! Introduced by the chairman, A. E. 
McPhllllpps, K.C., M.P.P., was receiv- 
ed with hearty applause. 

Mr. .Mann, who was received with 
cheers, said: "Mr. Chairman and 
members of the Canadian club, In 
the very first [dace, 1 wish to thank 
you for the honor which you have 
done me in Inviting me to be here to- 
day as your guest; while in the next 
place 1 desire most heartily to con- 
gratulate the people of Victoria upon 
the greatly Improved appearance of 
their city, which has hem brought 
about since my last visit. (Hear, hear). 
The beautiful natural surroundings 
and the splendid climate of this par- 
ticular portion of the province tire 
constantly attracting visitors both 
from foreign countries and from among 
our own people upon the plains during 
the winter season, and present so 
many and such striking advantages 
that this island, and especially this 
part of It, Is Justly entitled to be called 
the Riviera of the Pacific Coast. (Ap- 
plause). 

"The great wealth of these exten- 
sive western provinces of the Domin- 
ion unquestionably Is to be found In 
the products of tho soil, of the mine, 
of the forest, and of the orchard; and 
it is and will be through the free and 
unfettered Interchange of traffic in all 
these Immensely rich and valuable 
products between the different sec- 
tions of this great western country 
that we can in the best possible man- 
ner contribute to the complete develop- 
ment of Canada, as a whole, ami to the 
full and permanent accomplishment 
of Its brilliant future. (Hear, hear and 
applause). And this, gentlemen, can 
only be brought -about through the 
building of great lines of railway, 
which shall penetrate into every avail- 
able portion of this country running 
from the east unto the west. (Ap- 
plause.) 

"It is our own particular ambition, 
gentlemen, to construct our own line 
of railway front the shores of the At- 
lantic to the Pacific coast, and with 
this Important end in view, 1 have paid 
this visit to your city and called upon 
the premier of this province with the 
view of seeking such assistance from 
the provincial government as will en- 
able us and at no distant, date to 
build our transcontinental road right 
down through your province, until it 
reaches tide- water. (Hear, hear and 
applause). 

"While nothing of a definite charac- 
ter has us yet in this relation been 
arranged, 1 am glad to be able to state 
that we have already received somo 
encouragement; while I am in a posi- 
tion to assure you that if the neces- 
sary iiid is granted we will positively 
construct our line to the coust. (Hear, 
hear and great applause). 

"I may say that the Canadian Nor- 
thern railway company has at the 
present time, 450 miles of Its road 
completed and In full operation be- 
tween the Great Lakes and tho foot- 
hills of the Rockies, (applause); while 
we intend to complete '.i.OOO additional 
miles In the near future. (Applause). 
We have secured assistance towards 
the execution of our undertakings, 
both from the Dominion and from pro- 
vincial governments, which has not 
only ensured speedy construction but 
has also enabled us to secure the re- 
quired capital at the lowest possible 
rates. (Hear, hear). 

Never Had to Pay. 

It may further be of interest to you 
to know that of all the bond guaran- 
tees which we have received during 
the last 1- or 15 years no contributing 
government has ever yet been called 
upon to pay a single dollar. (Hear, 
hear and applauses). 

"These lines of railway, which we 
are building over the prairies in the 
northwestern provinces, will moreover 
not only reach every competitive point, 
as well as every city and town within 
the limits of those provinces, but will 
also minister to the needs and to the 
convenience of at least 75 per cent, of 
tlie entire population of those prairie 
provinces (hear, hear and applause); 
while during this coming year, when 
our lines arc farther advanced towards 
completion, a great Held and a vast 
home-market will be opened for the 
splendid and varied products of your 
forests, of your mines, of your fisheries 
and of your orchards. (Applause). In 
tlie year 1886, when the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway was finished, there were 
only 157,000 people, all told, settled 
in that fertile and wonderful stretch 
of country, which lies between the 
shores of the (Jreat Lakes and of the 
Kooky Mountains; while at the present 
moment over one million of souls oc- 
cupy that same territory. (Applause). 

"During the last seven years 142,000 
settlers have annually come Into thosu 
rich ami Inviting tracts; and taking 
up homesteads upon these plains have 
become permanent and useful settlers, 
a great movement of population which 
has been largely and directly connect- 
ed with the opening up of the Sas- 
katchewan Valley and the steady con- 
struction of the Canadian North- 
ern railway. (Applause). And 
when we turn our attention to, and 
extend our proposed transcontinental 
line down through your beautiful pro- 
vince to the coast, which 1 hope will 
lie done at a very early date (hear, 
hear and applauso), It is also our In- 
tention to build branch lines to your 
many and fertile valleys, where whlto 
men with their families will settle and 
become permanent citizens of this 
great commonwealth. (Applause.) 

"This province of British Columbia 
gives, gentlemen, every reasonable pro- 
mise of becoming and at a very oarly 
date In tho future, one of the greatest 
If not the very greatest among all the 
provinces of the Dominion of Canada, 
an opinion and a forecast which is 
amply justified by the many and most 
Important natural resources that you 
possess in your minerals, in your 
fruits, in your vnst forests and In 
your fisheries, conjoined with the im- 
portant markets which arc ope* to

your occupancy, the rapidly expanding 
market upon the plains of the north- 
western provinces, as well as your 
easily accessible foreign markets. And 
In view, gentlemen, of all these facts 
we may with much confidence regard 
the future of the province of British 
Columbia as assured and beyond all 
question. (Applause.) 

The Responsibilities 

"Now, gentlemen, what ore- we do- 
ing? is a question which may well bo 
asked; for tills gnat actual and prob- 
able development of Canada brings 
with It pressing responsibilities. (Hear, 
hear.) 1 am further, gentlemen, of the 
opinion that we should establish a 
naval training school (hear. hear) 
and possess training ships both upon 
the Atlantic and upon tile Pacific 
oceans, with the view of properly 
training our young men to defend 
whenever the need for It may arise, 
our homes, our merchant marine and 
our ports. (Hear, hear and applause.) 

"I am aware that sonic people have 
said that even if we, In the Dominion 
of Canada, did not belong to the Brit- 
ish empire at all, England would not 
today possess one ship tlie less or 
one man the less In her forces for her 
defence, and that she requires her 
numerous and ellieient navy to defend 
her Island, but nevertheless, I strongly 
maintain, gentlemen, that we who 
have the good fortune to live in the 
Dominion of Canada should possess a 
naval squadron of our very own, 
which should be officered and manned 
by thoroughly-trained Canadians, who, 
in the hour of stress, could go to the 
help of the mother country. (Cheers.) 
For, gentlemen, an efficient lighting 
squadron of this kind might as a mat- 
ter of fact prove some day to he tho 
means of turning the tide of battle in 
the empire's favor. (Cheers.) Gen- 
tlemen, 1 again desire to thank you 
for tlie reception which you have ac- 
corded me, and to add that I am in- 
deed proud to have had both the honor 
and the pleasure of being your guest 
today. (Hear, hear and applause.) 

Mr. McPhillips, K.C.. M.P.P.; "Gen- 
tlemen, I am not only pleased to hear 
the weighty observations which hare 
fallen from our esteemed guest Mr. 
Mann, but I most sincerely trust that 
his present visit vv'll result in some 
practical advantage being conferred 
upon the province of British Columbia. 
(Applause.) I am, moreover, of the 
opinion that, and not merely in the 
case of the Canadian Northern, wo 
need have no doubt whatever that we 
shall most assuredly see and at an 
early date, too, a very great deal of 
actlvo and much required railway 
building In this province. (Hear, hear 
and applause.) I will now call upon 
his worship the mayor to move a vote 
of thanks to our guest for his valued 
and most interesting address. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mayor Hnll 

Mayor Hall; "Mr. Chairman anil 
gentlemen, [ can assure you that it 
gives me the greatest possible pleas- 
ure to move a vote of thanks to our 
honored guest, Mr. Mann; while we 
are all Immensely proud of the fact 
that he Is with us today, not only as 
one of our leading and most progres- 
sive railway men, hut also as a Can- 
adian. (Hear, hear and applause.) 
And although he has come among us 
to transact Important business which 
will be of advantage to the railway 
company which he represents as wHl 
as himself, we are not and cannot be 
at all blind to the faei that his visit 
may mean a very great deal not only 
to tho Province of British Columbia 
but also to this beautiful city of Vic- 
toria, tlie capital of this province. 
(Applause.) Many amongst us un- 
doubtedly entertain very optimistic 
ideas in regard to the glorious future 
which unquestionably awaits both 
this city, In which It Is our good for- 
tune to live nnd this province, but 
nevertheless, I firmly believe that there 
is not one man in til is room — I care 
not how optimistic he may bi — who 
at the present moment possesses any- 
thing like' a proper realization of what 
this future will lie, ami that it nil!

next visit to our shores, this trans- 
continental railway project will bo 
upon its way to becoming, If it bo 
not altogether an established fact, 
(Hear, Hear and Applause). 

Mr, McPhillips: "I will now call up- 
on Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt, who as wo 
nre ail well aware has taken an im- 
mense amount of interest in bringing 
about the development of the natural 
resources of this province; and who 
In my opinion is well able to en- 
courage If stimulation bo required, Mr. 
Mann and Ills associates In their ad- 
vancement of their proposal to build 
their Important line through this 
province, to successful completion." 
(Applause). 

Mr. Flumerfelt Replies. 
Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt: "Mr. Chair- 
man and gentlemen. It gives mo the 
greatest possible pleasure to endorse 
the assurances of his Worship the 
Mayor, that we are very glad Indeed to 
welcome Mr. Mann as the guest of 
the members of the Canadian Club. 
(Hear, Hear). I have had the pleasure 
(f knowing Mr. Mann for a great 
many years, and 1 am rejoiced to 
note the pleasing circumstance that 
wo are as a country beginning to 
produce a home-grown variety of rail- 
way men, who for their caliber and 
their grasp of tile situation cannot 
perhaps lie excelled, or even equalled, 
upon this whole great continent of 
North America. (Applause). 

"As you are aware the rules of the 
Canadian Club do not permit of any- 
thing like extended observations upon 
such occasions as tlie present; but 
nevertheless I would Just like to 
say tills, I feel that I am expressing 
what 1h as far as I am able to Judge 
i he general feeling and the weight of 
opinion throughout this entire province' 
when I venture to say, I do hope 
that the government of this province 
will see the profound wisdom as well 
as the very great Importance of con- 
cluding and at a very early day such 
arrangements with the Canadian 
Northern Railway company, which is 
so ably represented here today by Mr. 
Mann, as will Justify them in affording 
that amount of assistance to the Can- 
adian Northern Railway company, 
which will ensure their entrance Into 
and the early completion of their 
road through this province of British 
Columbia. (Hear, Hear and Applause), 
we all know already or at least we 
believe that we know that we have 
a great province, (Hear, Hear); hut 
1 am here to declare that In my opin- 
ion although some may consider me 
to be altogether too optimistic in hold- 
ing this view, we are the possessors 
of and the residents in the most splen- 
did piece of territory of its size or 
anything like its size, that can be 
found upon the whole continent of 
America. (Hear, Hear). For if any- 
one seriously studies the extraordinary 
and the Immensely varied and rich 
natural resources of this province and 
at all seriously considers Its tremen- 
dous potentialities, which lie In evi- 
dence, all about us, In our enormous 
coal measures, in our great mines of 
almost every description, in our vast 
timber limits, in our fruitful fisheries. 
In our orchards and in our water 
powers, which are of wonderful value 
and which will beyond all question be 
one day most effectually harnessed 
for the cheap and ready development 
.of the power, which will undoubtedly 
make of this province of British Col- 
umbia a great productive manufactur- j 
ing country, I think It will be very 
generally admitted, that even the most 
sanguine among us, scarcely pos- 
sesses anything like a proper and an | 
adequate conception of the- posslbill- I 
ties, which exist before and around us. I 
(Cheers). 

"I should like very much Indeed to 
have a few minutes at my disposal I 
for the purpose of saying a few things 
upon these subjects, (cries of take 
them now); but I cannot, I will not 
do so in the present circumstances, 
although In the future, if I am given 
the opportunity, I will do so. But I 
do desire to say this; we are all 
business men and workingmen or at 
all events we are men who work, 
(Some luughter and Jocular Interrup- 
tions). 

"At anyrate gentlemen, some of us 
do! (Laughter) and when gentlemen we 
realize the fact, that within the limits 
of our entire province we only, after 
all, possess at the present time the 
population of a very ordinary city, 
(Hear, Hear), Is It any cause for 
wonder, that our governmental burdens 
w hen they are viewed from the financial 
standpoint are indeed very great, for 
we all know that It costs a great deal 
of money to open roads, and to build 
trails; and how much more will it 
cost to construct railroads, although 
I think we are all ready to admit 
that unless and until we secure rail- 
ways and proper transportation facili- 
ties throughout the province the 
natural resources of this great country. 
Immense In extent though they are 
nevertheless of very little value in- 
deed, (Hear, hear.) and consequent- 
ly, gentlemen I again say, I firmly be- 
lieve that tlie people generally 
throughout this province will strong- 
ly endorse the grant of such suffi- 
cient assistance to the Canadian 
Northern Hallway company as will 
enable that company to extend their 
line through the province of British 
Columbia. (Hear, hear and applause.) 

"I would like to add I do not know 
that tills was merely an unintentional 
omission on the part of Mr. Mann, 
that i do and most earnestly hope] 
that when ^urh arrangements nre 
made we will see the trains of tin- 
great Canadian Northern railway sys- 
tem running into thecltvof Victoria'' 
(Cheers.) 

The vote of thanks 
somewhat vociferously 

Mr. Mann In responding further 
Isald: "As you all know, gentlemen, I 
lam more in the habit of doing than 
of saying things, (Hear, hear,)" but I 
j do trust that it will yet be possible 
j for the Canadian Northern trains to 
'reach your capital city. (Hear, hear 
anil cheers.) Our road is now enter- 
ing and Is operating in six different 
capital cities of six different prov- 
inces In this Dominion of Canada. 
(Hear, hear.) While It runs within 
three miles of Ottawa, the capital city 
of all Canada and permit me, gentle- 
men to hope that Victoria will prove 
and at a reasonably early date to be 
the seventh provincial capital into 
which we will have the great pleasure 
as well as the advantage of extending 
our line," (Cheers,) 

Mr. McPhillips: "I will now call 
upon the premier to say a few words."

LIVELY DEBATE IS 
LOOKED FOR TODAY 



Attorney-General and Member 
For Delta Will join in 
Battle 




The sole legislation brought before 
the legislature yesterday was a bill 
introduced by Hon. Mr. Tatlow, hav- 
ing for its aim the amendment of the 
Horticultural Boards Act. This bill, 
which looks to a readjustment of the 
divisions under the jurisdiction of the 
horticultural boards o£ the province, 
was taken up by the House, and pass- 
ed its ilrst reading. 

The major portion of yesterday's sit- 
ting was devoted to debate pn the ad- 
dress In reply to tho speech from tho 
throne, that golden opportunity for 
the member with the grievance. Evi- 
dently grievances are numerous this 
session from the energy with which 
tho representatives of the people rise 
to debate on the speech from the 
throne, which means to debate on 
everything In general. 

A wave of interest passed across the 
legislative chamber when John Oliver 
(Delta) moved adjournment of the 
debate, for that meant that Mr. Oliver 
would bo the opening speaker today, 
and that things would be Interesting. 
When Hon. Mr. Bowser arose to sec- 
ond tho motion, the Interest grew and 
magnified. Today's debate, with 
Messrs. Bowser and Oliver on the 
Hour, will probably be tho most in- 
teresting feature that tills session has 
as yet presented. 

At the opening of the sitting the 
following petitions were presented: 

By .Mr. Thomson — From the corpor- 
ation of the City id' Victoria, for leave 
to introduce a private hill to amend 
the "Victoria Waterworks Act, lSVii," 
and amending acts. 

By Mr. Schofield— From E. V. Bod- 
well and others, for leave to Introduce 
a private bill to incorporate the Goat 
River Water, Power and Eight com- 
pany, limited. 

By Dr. Kergin — From M. King and 
H. B. Robertson, for leave to Introduce 
a private bill to incorporate the Prince 
Rupert and Port Simpson Railway 
company. 

By Dr. Kergin — From E. M. Track - 
sell and others, for leave to Introduce 
a private bill to incorporate the Gra- 
ham Island Railway company. 

The following petitions were re- 
ceived: 

From the Coldstream Estate Com- 
pany, Limited, ami the White Valley 
Irrigation and Power company, for 
leave to introduce a private hill tor 
amalgamation and confirmation of 
their powers. 

From W. K. Houston and others, for 
leave to Introduce a private hill to in- 
corporate the Victoria and Barclay 
Sound Railway company. 

From the City of Vancouver for 
leave to introduce a private bill to 
amend the city's Corporate act. 

From John Hopp, for leave' to in- 
troduce a private bill to consolidate 
certain placer mining holdings and 
water rights. 

From D. C. Corbln and others for 
leave to Introduce a. private, bill to 
Incorporate the Flathead Valley Rail- 
way company. 

From Malcolm B. King and others, 
for leave to Introduce a private bill 
to Incorporate the Meadow Creek Log- 
ging Railway company. 

Mr. Tatlow presented n bill Intitled 
"An Act to Amend the Horticultural 
Board Act." This bill was Introduc- 
ed and read a first time. 

The debate on the address in reply 
to the speech from the throne was 
renewed, A. E. McPhilllps, K. C, M.P. 
P. (Islands) opening for the govern- 
ment side. In referring to the vari- 
ous clauses in the speech he mention- 
ed in connection with the death of 
Sir Henri Joly de Lotblnlero and the 
Quebec Tercentenary, the great in- 
fluence the French-Canadian had upon 
the destinies of Canada. He spoke 
of the great pioneers who were res- 
ponsible for the opening up of the 
west, and notably Simon Eraser whose 
centenary was observed last autumn. 

The leader of the Opposition had, 
Mr. McPhilllps said, referred rather 
flippantly to the statement he had at- 
tributed to the Premier that the prov- 
ince was bankrupt In 190:1. The Pre- 
mier had never made this statement. 
He had said that when the present 
administration came into power the 
credit of the province was so crip- 
pled that extraordinary measures had 
to be adopted to rehabilitate it. Any- 
one familiar with the circumstances 
was aware that the government had 
gone about this in a business like 
way. 

Mr. McPhilllps agreed with tho Pre- 
mier as to the advisability of granting 
a longer tenure in the case of timber 
leases. It was expedient to take 
measures to prevent the trusts, whose 
influence had proved so disastrous In 
the United States, from gaining a 
similar foothold here, but If it was 
possible to make the leases longer It 
should be done. He was pleased to 
hear the reports of the members from 
Greenwood and Skeena with regard to 
the administration of the liquor laws 
in the north. Although lie believed 
that tin' administration of the law 
should be as rigid and precise as pos- 
sible. If a man were found to have 
sold liquor to an Intoxicated man sev- 
eral times he should be forever de- 
prived of his license. 

Tho Pre-Eniption Problem. 

With reference to the all<\-ed dis- 
crimination In favor of speculators in 
the Nechaco and Bulklcy valleys, he 
thought that the government of ' the 
day and the Conservative party was 
hardly to be criticized on Its conduct 
of that region. In 11)03 Mr. McPhil- 
llps himself had gone through the dis- 
trict with tho Premier and Mr. Fulton 
and had found large tracts of land 
under reserve. Mr Fulton had dis- 
cussed the matt.;- .'.-.!•]■, people in the 
district, and on his return to Vic- 
toria had cancelled the reserves. The 
Opposition speakers had said that 
settlers had gone in and found that 
the land on which they settled had 
been reserved by somebody else. But 
the government could not at this ear- 
ly date be criticised on this score. In 
his own interest the settler should 
not go Into a country until It had been 
opened up by survey, the building of 
roads, etc. When this had been done 
the government would be in a position 
to give full Information as to tho 
available lands. These men who ven- 
ture now into those regions were not 
bona fide settlers but In reality spec- 
ulators, who wished to get hold of 
some land and hold It until It had in- 
creased In value. Tho leader of the 
Opposition forgot that ho might have 
applied his mind more successfully 
to tho pioneer settlers of Vancouver 
Island. 

"If I remember well" said Mr. Mc- 
Philllps, "the leader's voice was heard

la the interests of the capitalists 
rather than on behalf of the settlers." 

The government was tu be com- 
mended for what it had done with 
regard to the Grand Trunk Paclllc 
Railway In this province. If the gov- 
ernment had not been alive to tin' 
interests of tile province, Prince 
Rupert would have been built on Dig- 
by Island, and tho province would not 
lie quarter owner in a city destined to 
be •among the greatest In the country. 

As for tlie Alaska-Yukon Exposi- 
tion, the Leader of the Opposition 
seemed to think thai a special effort 
should be made by tlie government to 
secure representation at that event. 
The province had been under heavy 
burdens, and was not getting its full 
due from the federal government. 
The exposition was tu lie national in 
character, and tlie great share of the 
burden should be borne by the dom- 
inion. 

Referring, in conclusion to the fiscal 
policy of the administration, Mr. Mc- 
Phlllfps staled that the government 
had reduced taxes year by yeur, and 
he saw no reason why, by the increas- 
ing exploitation of Its natural re- 
sources, taxation should not lie re- 
duced to the vanishing point finally. 
The Socialist Version. 
John Mclnnis, M.P.P. (Grand Forks), 
came into the debute on behalf of the 
Socialist minority. He had heard, he 
said, a great deal of talk about the 
prosperity of tlie province and con- 
cluded that if a person told the Bumc 
story often enough he would end by 
believing it himself. Capital bad cut 
down the wage of the working man, 
and so was enabled to show greater 
prollts, but this did not spell prosper- 
ity tu the people generally. The Pre- 
mier had explained the surplus as due 
to abnormal conditions. It was due 
to the alienation of natural resources. 
For every dollar that went into the 
provincial treasury many assets were 
alienated. The government had 
small reason to throw bouquets at it- 
self when the capitalists of the Unit- 
ed States were coming in here and 
plundering everything as they had 
done In their own country. 

"What does this great development 
amount to?" asked the Socialist 
member. "Today the province has a 
small population and big rewards. 
Later there will be a larger popula- 
tion and smaller rewards. Wo should 
not be in such feverish haste to alien- 
ate our resources. The race . Is not 
going to die out in this generation, 
and there should be something left 
for the people who are to come after 
us." 

The solidarity of the Empire had 
been referred to by several speakers, 
and was very gratifying, but a ques- 
tion of much greater Importance was 
the growing solidarity among the 
people of the world, who were coming 
more and more to realize their duty 
to one another as brothers. As for 
the movement to nationalize the 
Quebec battlefields, which had been 
referred to in the Speech from the 
Throne, the Socialist party was op- 
posed to any such thing. The issues 
had been dead for centuries, and 
should not be resurrected. 

In seconding the address in reply to 
the Speech from the Throne, the 
second member for Victoria had com- 
plained of the price of coal In Vic- 
toria. If coal was too high the people 
of Victoria should burn wood. The 
coal mines of Vancouver Island were 
owned by certain corporations, to 
which certain rights had been given. 
They were well within these rights 
In getting as much as they could for 
their product. As for the land laws, 
Mr. Mclnnis wns in a great measure 
In accord witli the Leader of the 
Opposition. If men had the courage 
to go to carve out homes for them- 
selves in the unbroken wilderness the 
government should give them 100 
acres each without demanding a cent 
for payment. 

"I note that there was no reference 
to labor In the speech." said the 
speaker. "For that reason, we do not 
] need to look for a provincial election 
I this summer. It there were to be 
I elections, there would be ample men- 
! tion of the dignity of labor, and so 
j forth." 

Mr. Mclnnis closed with a fervent 
| appeal for an act for the compensation 
of workmen rendered helpless while 
engaged in Industries In tho province. 

II.' C, Brewster, M.P.P. (Albernl) 
followed. He took exception to the 
suggestion made by Mr. Davey (Vic- 
toria) that the taxes on income and 
personal property should be abolished. 
Tlie people who bore tlie brunt In the 
days of stress were the agriculturalists 
and ir the province was now over- 
burdened with wealth these should get 
the preference. He demanded that 
something be done to remedy the evils 
resulting from agricultural lands hav- 
ing been granted under timber leases, 
lie said that all the shore of Quatsino 
sound was held under pulp conces- 
sions and timber leases. 

Wages of Mine-Workers 
Mr. Brewster again brought up the 
question of the necessity for an act 
to secure mine-workers their wages. 
He knew of several cases whore Am- 
erican capitalists had loft their work- 
men unpaid when a mine had given 
out, the miners not coming under the 
lien act. He further Intimated that he 
would ask for an appropriation of $50,- 
000 this session for Albernl. 

Speaking of the alleged "land grab" 
In the Nechaco and Bulkley valleys, 
Mr. Brewster stated that he had seen 
letters between ono of tho surveyors 
in the employ of the government, and 
a Seattle capitalist, which incrimin- 
ated the surveyor. Tho Seattle man 
had been Informed that there were 
V7 square miles of black soil in a cor- 
tain district, while the government re- 
port showed that only five per cent. 
Of the soil was fit for agriculture. 
W. It. Ross, M.P.P. (Fcrnle) was tho

next speaker. He dealt more particu- 
larly with the Penile fire, telling of 
the heroism of the citizens In re- 
building their city, of the prompt aid 
rendered by outside cities, tlie pro- 
vince, and the world in general, and 
tho methods employed in distributing 
the relief fund. There were at pres- 
ent as many permanent buildings ex- 
isting as there had been before the 
lire, and 700 homes' had been rebuilt. 
Concrete and brick were being used 
In rebuilding, and within two years 
I-'ernle would be n greater city than 
before. 

John Jardine, M.P.P. (Esquimalt) 
terminated the debate loi tlie day. He 
said that ho regretted exceedingly tho 
action of the premier in refusing gov- 
ernment aid towards the beautilicatlon 
of the city of Victoria, lie did not 
think the government could do any- 
thing that would be more pleasing to 
the people of Victoria and to the peo- 
ple of British Columbia generally than 
to take some action in this matter. 
Ho thought that at least the govern- 
ment should expend a small sum in 
the rehabilitation of the monument to 
Sir James Douglas, seeing that the 
colonial governor had given tho land 
to the province for these buildings. 

Before adjournment Stuart Hender- 
son, M.P.P. (Vale) moved that the 
name of G. R. Naden, M.P.P. ( Green - 
wood) should bo added to the mining 
committee, and that of G. W. Munro, 
M.P.P. (Chilllwhack) to the commit- 
tee on agricultural affairs. 



SAILOR VENTS SPITE 



Trouble Between Deckhands 
on Princess Victoria Will 
Be Aired in Court 



It was a novel method which Albert 
Howard, deckhand on the Princess 
Victoria, took to vent his spite against 
John Dailies, his fellow employe, but 
in the execution of bis purpose a 
third individual received the greater 
part of the punishment intended for 
Haines. Now Howard is behind tho 
liars while his victims, Baines and 
a fireman on the Princess Victoria 
named Duncan, are lying in the ma- 
rine hospital severely scalded by the 
pot of boiling tea which Howard 
heaved at Baines. 

On Tuesday evening while the Prin- 
cess Victoria was casting off at Van- 
couver Howard and Baines had an al- 
tercation which got no further than 
a wordy battle in which the former 
got tlie worst of It. After the boat 
left Vancouver the two adjourned to 
tlie galley, Howard going in first fol- 
lowed by Baines and Duncan, who 
knew nothing of tho trouble, brought 



up the rear. On the stovo rested a 
large pot of tea which Howard seized 
as he entered the galley, and turning 
threw the boiling contents at Baines. 
Tho latter saw his fellow deckhand's 
action and dodged but he was not 
quick enough to escape tho scalding 
fluid which struck him on the bacc 
of the neck severely burning him. 
Duncan, In the rear, received the tea 
full In the face and was so severely 
burned that on arrival here yester- 
day afternoon he, along with Baines, 
had to be taken to the marine hospital. 

The scalded men were attended to 
as well as possible on the boat but 
suffered great pain during tho trip 
to Seattle and then over to Victoria. 
Howard was kept in the fo'castle 
whilo the boat was at Seattle and as 
soon as the Princess Victoria docked 
hero he was handed over to Detective 
O'Leary and taken to the police sta- 
tion. 



Heavy Snow at Swanson Bay. 

Vancouver, Jan. 27. — There is six 
feet of snow at Swanson bay tho site , 
of tho Canadian Pacific Sulphite Pulp 
Company's plant and last Saturday a 
force of men was put to work shovell- 
ing tho snow off the roof of the com- 
pany's sawmill, as it was feared that 
it would fall in under tho tremendous 
weight. On the level at the water's 
edge the snow is six feet deep, and 
in the hills beyond Swanson Bay it 
is estimated that it is from 20 to 30 
feet deep.

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i MR. MANN'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Mann's speeo.h at the Canadian 
Club luncheon yesterday was deeply 
interesting. Malting no claim to 
oratory, but only talking "straight on." 
what he says is to bo token as the 
matured Ideas of a man of business 
whose place in the affairs of Canada 
is shown by the long miles of railway, 
which he and his associate. Mr. Wil- 
liam Mackenzie, have been instrumen- 
tal In constructing. Therefore when 
he speaks of the intentions of the 
Canadian Northern Railway company 
to reach the coast at the earliest pos- 
sible day, he is not giv'ng expression 
to an optimistic dream, but to the 
definite plans of practical railway men, 
who have shown In the past that 
they do not make known their projects 
until they are ready to carry them Into 
execution. It is true that the real- 
ization of the company's plans seems 
to depend upon certain action on the 
part of the provincial government, but 
the observations made by Mr. Mc- 
Brlde in the legislature and supple- 
mented by liini yesterday show that 
unless the requests of the company 
are unreasonable, they will be met, as 
far as the government is able to 
pledge the legislature. 

British Columbia is so vast a pro- 
vince and possesses such an extent 
and variety of resources that there 
is room in it for all the railways 
likely ever to bo constructed. There 
is no likelihood that any one rail- 
way company can provide the develop- 
ment facilities needed for the full 
utilization of the great possibilities 
of the province, even If It were desir- 
able that the monopoly or* such a 
magnificent domain should be placed 
in the hands of any corporation, how- 
ever enterprising and public-spirited. 
To favor the entry of the Canadian 
Northern Is not to ' be hostile to 
the Canadian Pacific or the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. Indeed, as we look 
at the matter from the standpoint of 
an outsider, It seems to be in. the 
best interests of all the railways, that 
the development of the province should 
proceed with all possible speed. We 
find every railway company seeking 
to reach points where there is popula- 
tion and business already established, 
and it seems to follow logically from 
this that the greater the development 
the greater the advantage to all lines, 
which will share In the traffic re- 
sulting from It. We believe that in 
a great province like ours, two rail- 
ways are likely to create more business 
for each other than one railway can 
for itself and throe more than two. 
The area is vast. The natural re- 
sources arc varied ami Incalculable in 
value. In a great province like ours 
railways may be rivals, but there is 
no reason why they should 1).' enemies. 

But we have traveled a long way 
from Mr. Mann's speech. It was in- 
teresting to hear from him that the 
Canadian Northern already lias its 
rails Into the capitals of six of the 
provinces and that he hopes the 
seventh to be reached will be the 
capita! of British Columbia. We take 
this as indicating that the plans of the 
Canadian Northern, to which lie will 
ask the consideration of the govern- 
ment, contemplate the best possible 
connection that can be made with tills 
city. We are very glad to have a 
public announcement to this effect, for 
we are satisfied that when once any 
railway company begins the serious 
investigation of the advantage s offered 
by Victoria as a terminal point of a 
transcontinental line, the magnitude of 
those advantages and the traffic thai 
can be centred here will ln^ such as 
will lead to results of an Importance 
far greater than the very great ma- 
jority of persons believe possible. 

HOCH DER KAISER. 

Yesterday was the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the birth (if th<. German 
Kaiser. It is very <»l f | huw many 
persons have regarded the eon- 
duct of this monarch on certain 
occasions, when bis course seemed in- 
explicable, as a result or the vagaries 
of youth. So many people remember 
when his grandfather was crowned 
emperor, that they can hardly appre- 
ciate that the grandson Is now himself I 
a grandfather. 

Perhaps no reigning sovereign has 
been the subject of as much criticism 
as the distinguished rulrr of Germany, 
and perhaps none has been more mis- 
represented, is a man of strong 
impulses, who does not always stop to 
thinlc before ho gives expression to 
them. He has a high appreciation of 
the dignity of the position, which he 
•fills, and If ho holds himself as on a 
little higher plane than most people 
occupy, the Illustrious record of his 
family affords some excuse. But with 
all the acts of his reign, which have 
elicited unfavorable comments, It Is 
not to be forgotten that, though he Is 
the head of the greatest military es- 
tablishment in tho world, perhaps tho 
most powerful that the world h#s ever 



seen, and has In his hands the control 
of the foreign policy of his country, 
ho has never as yet thrown his in- 
fluence in favor of war. This must 
always stand to his credit, although 
doubtless there "nave been times when 
his lack of tact hno led him to take a 
lino of action, which might have been 
attended with perilous results. 

Whatever differences of opinion 
there may bo of William of Hohen- 
zollern ns a ruler, there can be nono 
as to his merits as a man. He is 
thoroughly manly; his home life Ib a 
model which many in humbler walks 
might well emulate. He is a kind 
father and a loving husband. Yet his 
kindness. to his children is not of a 
kind that is Inconsistent with discip- 
line. Recently his ideas as to his 
personal place in the state have re- 
ceived a severe shock, but he has met 
it with a dignity, which shows that ho 
possesses a reserve force of character 
of no ordinary nature. While there 
have been times, when the British 
people have felt that his professed 
friendship for their country was not 
as obvious as could be wished, there 
is no good reason for refusing to unite 
with good Germans everywhere In 
wishing him many happy returns of 
the day and much prosperity. 

Wilhelm II., Herman Emperor and 
King of Prussia, is the eldest son of 
Frederick III.. German Emperor and 
King of Prussia, who was eldest son 
of Wilhelm I., at first King of Prussia 
and afterwards German Emperor. Mis 
mother was Victoria, Princess Royal, 
of Groat Britain. lie was born 
January 27, 1859; on February 
27. 1881, he married the Princess 
Victoria of Schleswlg-Holsteln-Son- 
derburg-Austenburg, and became Ger- 
man Emperor and King of Prussia 
dune 16, 1SSS. He' has seven children, 
six sons and one daughter. The Ho- 
henzollern family trace their descent 
from Thasselo of Zollern, one of 
Charlemagne's generals, but there is 
some doubt as to the family pedigree 
previous to 1273. The male line be- 
came extinct in the 16th century, but 
its estates and traditions were con- 
tinued in the female line. The first of 
the family to enjoy royal honors was 
Friederich, who assumed the title and 
dignity of King of Prussia in 1701. Tho 
present Kaiser Is eighth in descent 
from this king. 



A CANADIAN NAVY. 

When Mr. D. D. Mann stepped aside 
from the railway question yesterday 
to say something in regard to the res- 
ponsibilities resting upon the Do- 
minion because of its rapid develop- 
ment and certain commercial greatness, 
and laid stress upon our obligation 
as Canadians to take the initial steps 
towards defending our coasts and our 
ocean-borno traffic, he touched upon 
a theme, which has a warm place in 
the hearts of his hearers. Whether 
it is because we live here upon the 
ocean, where ships come and go, or 
because we have been accustomed to 
see the British flag flying above ships 
of war— albeit that they were only 
fit for police duty — there is a strong 
conviction in the minds of all Vic- 
torians that Canada ts not doing her 
duty to herself, not to speak of her 
duty to the empire, when she delays 
taking the initial steps towards a 
naval establishment. It is interesting 
to hear views of this character ex- 
pressed by a gentleman who is cer- 
tainly not usually regarded as a sen- 
timentalist, and who is a Canadian by 
birth and by virtue of great personal 
interests in tile Dominion. 



THE CASSELS' REPORT. 

The report of Judge Cassels into 
the working of the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries is a public 
document of mure than ordinary in- 
terest, and we hope will prove of 
great value to the country, lie stern- 
ly condemns the patronage system, 
and after directing attention to Col. 
Gourdeau's statement that the use 
of the patronage list had cost the 
country 5200,000 in three years, he 
says: — 

To my mind the adoption and con- 
tinuance of tin' system is absolutely 
wrong. It apparently Is based on the 
maxim. "To the victors belong the 
spoils." utterly ignoring the fact that 
tlie money to be disposed of is money 
contributed by tin- people generally 
and not money of the political follow- 
ers of the party at the time being in 
power. 

'file revenues of the Dominion are 
entrusted to those ,iu \u>\ 
pended as any other trust money 
should lie expended, namely, for the 
best advantage of all. 

No man can reasonably complain if 
in the open market and with fair 
competition friends who furnish goods 
of equal quality with goods furnish- 
ed by political opponents, ami at 
equally low prices are preferred, but 
every one should have the same op- 
portunity of tendering, no matter 
what political party he supports. 

One of the points to which he 
directs attention Is the enormous cost 
attending tho installation of the Wil- 
son gas buoys and the dlapbonc sig- 
nals. He expresses no opinion on the 
funner but says the latter are a great 
service to navigation; nevertheless 
he draws attention to the fact that 
J4.G00 was paid for instruments that 
only cost $220, which he thinks is 
"an enormous profit to lie made by a 
company without any capital," an ob- 
servation to which no one can take 
any exception except to say that It is 
an exceedingly moderate characteriza- 
tion, We understand that there is 
some' explanation, which will account 
In part for the great disproportion 
between the cost and the price 
charged tlie government, and suppose 
it will be forthcoming hi the course 
of the debate, which will arise on 
the report, Meanwhile we may suy 



that it will be exceedingly' difficult to 
convince any disinterested individual 
that such a vast margin of profit can 
have been legitimate. 

Referring to the case of Mr. J. U. 
Gregory, the Quebec agent of the De- 
partment, Judgo Cassela says that al- 
though his disbursements were near- 
ly $1,000,000 a year, his salary was 
only $2,200. The Judge finds that Mr. 
Gregory exacted a commission of G 
per cent, from persons dealing with 
the Department through him, and 
upon this he makes the following com- 
ment: 

It may also be assumed that thoso 
paying his commission did not pay it 
out of their pockets, but so arranged 
that the prices paid to them amply 
recouped them for such outlay, and 
(.he toll was paid by the country. 

Tho conduct of some of these offi- 
cials who have been guilty deserves 
nothing hut condemnation. They were 
placed In positions of trust. They 
were entrusted with duties requiring 
them to protect the interest of the 
Department ns against contractors 
and others from whom they received 
gratuities. 

Judge Cassels comments upon tho 
difficulty of procuring books, checks 
and other papers at St. John, and the 
fact that many documents, pertinent 
to the Inquiry, were destroyed. At 
Halifax he found the patronage sys- 
tem taking a very wide range, ex- 
tending so far that tlie members re- 
presenting the constituency were in 
the habit of Indicating the Individuals 
to whom specific orders should be 
given. He declares that the employ- 
ment of eighty extra men at the dock- 
yard just before tlie election Is a 
transaction that cannot be justified:. 
Commenting upon Col. Oourdeuu, he 
makes the following severe state- 
ment: 

I think it is unfortunate that the 
Deputy Minister after tlie Issue of 
the commission should have had ac- 
cess to the files of the department. 
It appears that papers have been des- 
troyed. It may be papers burnt would 
throw no light on the matters 
Investigated, nevertheless I would 
have preferred a perusal of the papers 
destroyed lather than a perusal of 
baskets full of papers of a semi- 
private character. 

He says that be cannot see how 
the Irregularities in St. John and 
Halifax could have been unknown to 
Col. Gourdeau and In regard to Com- 
mander Spain he says: "It is im- 
possible for me to absolve him from 
the charges bought against him by 
the Auditor-General." His charge 
against Mr. J. F. Eraser, former com- 
missioner of lights, amounts to one 
of tampering with the books. We 
quote his recommendations: 

The chief remedy for tlie ameliora- 
tion of tlie conditions 1 have sought 
to portray lies in the awakening of 
the public conscience. If the public 
generally could be brought to view 
with abhorrence graft and abuse of 
trust on the part of those adminis- 
tering the public moneys and pro- 
perty, the end of such abuses as have 
occurred in the past would be in 
sight. 

Secondly — Capable and efficient of- 
fictals should be adequately remun- 
erated. 

Thirdly— The abolition of the pat- 
ronage system in the department of 
murine and fisheries is a long step in 
tile right direction. 

According to the evidence a sav- 
ing of about $100,000 per annum would 
be effected in the marine and fisheries 
department alone by the change. Are 
there no other departments adminis- 
tered by the government which could 
be dealt with in tlie same manner? 

Would it not be feasible to appoint 
a board of say three competent men, 
assisted by inspectors conversant with 
tho ruling market prices, to act as 
purchasing agents for all depart- 
ments 7 

The office of the auditor-general is 
a very valuable and necessary one. 
hut to leave matters with him alone 
is only to lock tlie stable door after 
the horse has been stolen. 

It will be a matter of profound 
satisfaction to the people of Canada 
that nothing In the report of Judge 
Cassels, searching though it was, re- 
flects even Indirectly upon the per- 
sonal integrity of any of the Mini- 
sters who have been at the head of 
tlie department. They may have been 
much more complaisant than they 
ought to have been, but this is as far 
as the most critical can go.

Scammell, initiator of the movement, 
declared that the War Office was 
friendly towards the plan. 

It Is stated that a widespread plot 
to overthrow the Turkish regime and 
establish absolutism lias been discov- j 
ered. Many arrests have been made i 
and it is said that more than 20,000 
persons are Implicated In the plot. A 
part of the conspiracy was the de- 
thronement of the Sultan, whose place 
was to be taken by a well known 
Moslem fanatic now in Mecca.

first place the chief remedy 
for the amelioration of the conditions 
1 have sought to portray, lies in the 
awakening of public conscience. If 
the public generally could be brought 
to view with abhorrence, graft and 
abuse of trust on the part of those 
administering the public moneys and 
property, no such abuses as have oc- 
curred in the past would be in flight."

The Archlblshop of Canterbury has 
recently forwarded to the Bishop of 
Croydon, who Is chairman oi the 
Church of England Temperance society 
the following extremely Interesting 
and Important letter:

Christmas, 190S. 
My dear Bishop of Cr.oy.don: . 

I write to you as the chairman of 
the Church of England Temperance 
■Society, on. wliose. shoulders will rest 
Bp large a burden of responsibility In 
connection 'with the proposed forward 
movement of next year. 

I have already, as you know, taken 
opportunities of expressing my belief 
that the time has come for our mak- 
' lng'a new departure of an earnest and 
eager sort in regard to our temper- 
ance work, and the lines on which the 
executive has proposed that we should 
act next year appear to mo to be emi- 
nently wise and sound. 

One of thu dangers which at present 
. besot us is that so many people rely 
upon the adminstrativc and legisla- 
tive work of the civil authorities ami 
members of Parliament as our main 
force for the promotion of temperance 
I bellove, on the contrary, that these 
efforts, oven at the best, are as no- 
thing compared with the offect which 
may result from the quiet, persistent, 
prayerful endeavor on the part of a 
vast multitude of Individuals through- 
out the land to stem the evil in our 
homes and in the social cereiles to 
which they belong. Hence, in great 
part, the value attaching to such a 
forward movoment as is suggested. 

Many of those who take a general 
Interest in temperance work are now 
Baying that the magnitude of the evil 
has been so greatly reduced that our 
efforts may reasonably be relaxed. 
We know better. We know that the 
evil, though It has happily diminished 
In some directions, is rampant in oth- 
ers; and there never was a time when 
we might more confidently expect a 
Divine blessing to rest upon a con- 
centrated and vigorous endeavor to 
grapple with It. 

Most cordially do I commend to the 
clergy and laity of the Church the 
proposal which is now being formulat- 
ed, and I trust that the year which 
intervenes before the actual mission 
work begins may be utilized for pre- 
paration and prayer, under the wiso 
guidance and counsel which you and 
other leaders are ready to give us all.

The 
control of this road lies with the 
OregpngShort Line;* and It is thereforo 
the inference tha,tv these large' hold- 
ings are the property of that-' road 
alone with some of the $14,000,000 In 
common stock . which stands in the 
name of Kuhu, Leob & Co. Of Union 
Padlflc, Mr. Harfimari holds $10,500 000 
of common -to Kuhu. Leob ' & Co 's 
$39,000,000 and . only .$52,500 \ of , the 
preferred, against $20,600,000 held bv 
the bankers. With this combined 
holding of Union Pacific, without tak- 
ing into account the largo blocks held 
by Kuhu, Leob & Co.s' banking friends 
in various parts of Europe, the surety 
of the Harriman control of the sys- 
tem is evident. James J. Pill] i s the 
only railroad president In whose namo 
large holdings of the stock of his 
roads are geistered.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



The present year is, tho London 
Globe, points out, the anniversary of 
the deatli of two of the most disting- 
uished of British soldiers — Major-Gen- 
era! Wolfe, who fell in the hour of 
victory at Quebec one hundred and 
fifty years ago, and Sir John Moore, 
who was mortally wounded at Cortin- 
na a century ago. Wolfe was a man 
of great brilliancy, far in advance of 
any of his contemporaries, his very 
exceptional ability being evidenced by 
tho fact of his having served as adju- 
tant of his regiment at Dettingeti, 
with no small credit, when only six- 
teen years of age. Tho life and bril- 
liant services of Sir John Moore are, 
or ought to be, known to every Bri- 
tish officer. Both Wolfe and Moore 
have exceptional claims on posterity, 
for both wire brilliant loaders and in- 
structors far In advance of the times 
In which they lived. AVolfo may be 
said to have been the originator of 
light infantry and light Infantry tac- 
tics in tho British army, while to Sir 
John Moore's system of drill and dis- 
cipline we were Indebted In the Penin- 
sula to perhaps the finest soldiers who 
ever wore tho British uniform. 

Sound common senBe and a good 
knowledgo of the law made Mr. Gil- 
bert Kennedy almost an ideal stipen- 
diary, and during the years he acted 
as a metropolitan magistrate ho gain- 
ed, says the London Globe, a reputa- 
tion for painstaking zeal and kindness. 
When he was at Greenwich he excell- 
ed in the giving of homely advlco to 
those who camo with imaginary griev- 
ances. We remember on one occasion 
a woman came to complain that "a 
friend" had sent her an ugly valen- 
tine. "Go away and send her another" 
was the sensible and laconic counsel. 
Mr. Kennedy once received a letter of 
complaint ostensibly from a dog, 
which not only amused but impressed 
him and made him careful not to re- 
peat the offence ho had called tho 
man a "cowardly hound," and in the 
letter he received from "Mac," lie was 
warmly called to task for his libel on 
the canine race, was reminded of their 
faithfulness, and asked to recall his 
classical knowledge in the matter of 
Argos. An answer of apology and of 
promised reformation was sent by tho 
magistrate.

At 
tho age of fourteen he was appren- 
ticed to a tailor at Versailles, and af- 
ter his military service he set up as 
a theatrical costumier. This brought 
him into contact with nearly all the 
most famous actors and actresses of 
tho last throe- quarters of a century, 
and tho anecdotes he can tell about 
them would almost fill an encyclo- 
pedia. He had heart disease, and was 
pronounced Incurable by doctors forty 
years ago, but says he never felt anv 
tho worse for It. He likes morphine 
and coffee, and says that a little of 
each ovnry day Is what he considers 
tho elixir of life, but ho does not be- 
lieve in strong liquors.

Lord Eosebery will be very much of 
those to whom tho death of Mr. Eus- 
tace Neville-Rolfe, C. V. O., is a mat- 
ter of great and real regret. The Con- 
sul-General at Naples had, says, the 
Pall Mall Gazette, made a host of 
friends during his tenure of office, and 
his tact, his ability, and his urbanity 
will always bo remembered by his tra- 
velling fellow-countrymen.

Ho found that their average life was 
seventy-eight years — moro than that 
of tho averago farmor, twice that of 
the average athlete. "Most of tho 111- 
liealth of college students," said the 
Dean, "Is duo to alcohol, tho student's 
worst enemy." 



Belfast Whig:— Tho visit to China 
Which Lord William 'Cecil lias con- 
sented, at tho request of an inlluential 
committee of Oxford . and Cambridge 
graduates, to make Is specially recom- 
mended to tho Interest of the Churches 
by reason of Its object. This Is to 
make inquiries as to the feasibility of 
establishing In China a' university un- 
der missionary auspices. In India 
missionaries have been the pioneers of 
the' higher. . education— Indeed, they 
have done ,80 muoh In this direction 
that they have been criticised on tho 
ground of their surrendering "to edu- 
cation what should have been given to 
direct Christian teaching. The reply 
Is that tho cause of Christianity has 
been greatly helped by tho setting up 
of the colleges. Lord William Cecil 
and those who have induced him to 
consent to go to China believe that 
in China good work can be done on 
similar linos. Tho end they have in 
view is the setting up In China of a 
university with a Christian atmos- 
phere. They consider that it is better 
that the young Chinaman who is tn 
have a university education should 
have It in his own country rather than 
that he should come to Europe. 

On previous occasions, says the 
Dally Mall, Messina was rebuilt with- 
out regard to the terrible experiences 
through which Its people had passed 
and as though Its buildings were situ- 
ated on terra flrma. That was be- 
cause men had not the necessary 
knowledge and because science had 
not yielded the fruit of long and care- 
ful observation. But if the Italian 
Government today uses its Influence 
the errors of the past may be avoided. 
Probably the Government will Impose 
building laws suited to the special 
conditions and founded en the best 
scientific teaching, in which case we 
may trust this will be tho last catas- 
trophe on such a scale In this dis- 
trict. The only risk is that man, who 
refuses to quail before the fear of 
death which lie knows must overtake 
him after a short term of years, piay 
disregard the much remoter menace 
of a convulsion a century hence, and 
rest content with the old dangerous 
architecture. 

The Standard says: — Mr. Chamber- 
lain's message to the party of tariff 
reform is at once a succinct presenta- 
tion of the existing political situation, 
an encouragement, and a warning. The 
veteran statesman thinks It likely that 
llssolution of Parliament may take 
place during the year. Regarding the 
Issue in Its purely political aspect, the 
Unionist party may well contemplate 
with composure the possibility that 
tho Government may continue to cling 
to office. Mr, Chamberlain remarks 
that "the present administration has 
been found out after a fair trial has 
been to its policy." It might be sug- 
gested that their electioneering tactics 
sufficiently exposed the true character 
of the party now in power before they 
gave tho country a taste of their pol- 
icy. Nor have they belled expecta- 
tion. But full judgment should be sus- 
pended until his Majesty's Minister's 
produce their Budget. They are, if tho 
Prime Minister is to bo believed, sin- 
gularly proud of their financial ability. 
Mr. Asquith has several times expres- 
sed his profound conviction that under 
the existing fiscal system national ob- 
ligations have been hitherto not dls-i 
charged but postponed. No doubt, 
however, the Prime Minister has failed 
to mark the distinction. 

The Daily Chronicle says:— There 
seems to be no longer any doubt that 
the extraordinary motor-car 'tragedy' 
In North Wales, in which a lady was 
reported by her companions to have 
been hurled over a cliff into the sea 
below, never occurred, and that the 
lady herself is alive and well.

It is impossible for anyone, says the 
Morning Post, to spend any time in 
Ireland without hearing strong and 
widespread complaints of the railways 
in the country, of the Inadequacy '<>r 
the service- rendered by them, and of 
the prohibitive rates levied ,,ii goods 
concerned in Internal transport. In 
1908 a Royal Commission was appoint- 
ed to inquire. Into the problem and to 
BUggest possible remedies fur existing 
grievances, and a vast quantity of ev- 
idence in being collected. As 'yet tho 
report bus not been presented. But 
we publish toduy an interesting article 
on the subject, the writer of which 
desires to draw attention to a doctrine 
which has been developed during the 
discussions, and which has made a 
gieat impression in Ireland. It Is 
briefly that the Irish railways should 
bo purchased from their present own- 
ers, and should be placed under tho 
control of an Irish public body, which 
should bo given powers to work them 
with a view to promoting Irish indus- 
try ana trad" Hoping to help In the 
rivalry of the country'* productive 
powers, many Irishmen are apparent- 
ly thinking that the railways could 
be worked In such a way as to pro- 
moto tills object. They wish tho na- 
tive lines to be run on the system 
adopted in those countries which offer 
the most formidable competition to 
Irish products In the English markets. 
The policy advocated would involve 
low rates on goods sent abroad, high 
rates on foreign Imports, Inw rates on 
Imported raw material, and lOvV rates 
on purely internal trade. The wrltoi 
of the article commends these Ideas to 
Unionist statesmen. lie would give 



Ireland the power to employ her rail- 
ways to develop the country's resources 
and trade. But it may bo asked. What 
is meant by "foreign imports" on 
which high rates are to be levied to 
benefit native goods? Are British pro- 
ducts included in this category? It 
would seem so. s.inco a complaint is 
made of the Injury done by the Im- 
portation of British manufactured 
goods. Tho suggestion therefore 
seems to be that Ireland should be 
plven the power . to protect native in- 
dustries against competition from other 
parts of tho United Kingdom, and, If 
in the matter of railway rates, why 
not by other means? Such a proposal 
is hardly likely to commend Itself to 
Unionists, who can never admit that 
Ireland should rank as a separate na- 
tion, and whose fiscal principles com- 
pel them to treat the United Kingdom 
as a unit for tariff purposes. There 
is another point. The purchase of tho 
Irish railways could only be effected by 
British credit, and it is suggested that 
the Imperial Treasury should make up 
any loss Incurred In working tho rail- 
ways on a system designed to cripple 
foreign Importations. It Is hardly 
likely that tho electors of the other 
parts of the United Kingdom would 
assent to expenditure intended to tie 
used to hamper their trade. The Irish 
after all cannot have it both ways. If 
they wish to retain the advantages of 
membership of the United Kingdom 
they must take account of Interest of 
tho other partner States.

Length of Hat Pins Horeaftor to Be 
Restricted to Ten Inches — 
Emergency Tax Bill 



Salem, Jan. 20.— -To untangle tho 
trouble caused by a recent decision 
of the supreme court that the llxed 
ratio state tax is unconstitutional, 
an emergency measure will be Intro- 
duced In the house tomorrow. This 
provides fur a temporary board of 
equalization, who shall meet at once 
and ascertain the exact cash values 
>t the assessable property In the 
several counties of the state, deter- 
mine the amount of revenue neces- 
sary for the state and pro rate it 
among the counties as equitable as 
possible. 

This emergency measure will bo 
followed later In the session by a bill 
for a permanent board of equaliza- 
tion and the adoption of a system for 
taxation hereafter. The emergency 
bill was drafted at the suggestion of 
Justice Bean, whose decision over- 
threw the fixed ratio, which has been 
In effect for the. past seven years. 

Tho bill to repeal the whipping 
finst was defeated In the house this 
afternoon, and the bill prohibiting the 
wearing of hat pins In excess of ten 
inches was passed. A bill lias been 
introduced to abolish loan sharks.

Capt. Tatlow Is understood to have 
11 large surplus this year, and mem- 
bers from overy corner of tho house 
appear to have designs on It, not to 
mention many well meaning persons 
who are not favored with seats In the 
legislature. From present apperances, 
however, there appears to bo ample 
accommodation for It, no matter how 
ample Its proportions may seem to bo 
and it is known that tho ■ government 
contemplate larger appropriations this 
year in many respects, notably In tho 
department of works. 

Other departments, however, Will 
also want a linger in the pie. The 
estimates from tho Proclnvlal Secre- 
tary's oilico for Instance, will in several 
Items bo larger than last year. For 
example there will be a substantial 
appropriation asked for the commence- 
ment of the construction of the Pro- 
vincial asylum at Coqultlam, plans for 
which have been rocontl v approved. 
Then the hospital grant will be larger 
this year, though the Increase is morn 
apparent than real as this time it will 
be for twelve months. Last session 
owing to the change in the llscal year, 
the estimates only covered nine 
months. 

It is not likely that tho government 
will take over the Sanatorium at Tran- 
(inllle as requested to do by the Union 
of Municipalities, at any rate at this 
time, but It is possible that the grant 
may be somewhat increased. 

Another Increase will bo In the vote 
for the civil service employees. This 
year they will be graded according to 
the civil service bill Introduced at 
the last session, and this will mean 
advance in a number of cases. In the 
past the executive has been pestered 
every session by requests for advance 
In salary from civil servants, whether 
presented In person, by letter or by 
the local member. From now on, 
however, there will bo none of this. 
The advance In the rates of pay will 
be uniform and will occur automatic- 
ally as the Individual proceeds from 
one class to another. The Increase 
this year is the result of a certain 
amount of necessary levelling up, 
which will not recur.

The first meeting of the now Public 
Parks Board was held yesterday, but 
beyond dealing with a few matters of 
routine business little business was 
done. A lengthy report submitted by 
the parks superintendent, D. .1). Eng- 
land, was laid over until each of tho 
members of the board can bo supplied 
with a copy. Mr. England, after 
pointing out that he is unable to 
give any intelligent outline of the 
work which should be done by tho 
board this year, until ho knows how 
much money will be available, report- 
ed that ivtucli repair work will have 
to bo done, particularly at Beacon Hill 
Park, on which little money has been 
spent for several years. 'Die place is 
badly in need of repair, the walks 
drives being worn nut, the lakes re- 
quire puddling, drains should he re- 
placed and the trees and lawns at- 
tended to, besides which tho animal 
pens are In a state of decay and 
should be- replaced. 

-Mr. England urged the board to 
put the park In proper shape in order 
that it may be looking its best when 
the tourist season arrives. lie sug- 
gests that the city secure the neces- 
sary power to levy a rate of one mill 
for park purposes or borrow a sulfl- 
cient sum of money to do the work 
necessary. In his synopsis of the 
work which should be done at Beacon 
Hill Park Mr. England states that the 
first thing necessary Is the gravelling 
of the walks around the lakes, while 
the lawns attended to last year will 
require to be seeded and top dressed 
and the trees pruned and dead wood 
taken out. Some o> the old water 
connections must bo replaced and 
several new ones put In, while more 
seats are required and the animal 
pens, now rotten and inadequate, 
should be destroyed and new ones 
erected near the bear pits, the space 
occupied by the pens to be cleaned 
up, seeded and made into a children's 
play ground. Mr. England also sug- 
gests that a tool house, store house 
ami office should be erected as well 
as space set aside for a store yard in 
which to store material and burn 
rubbish, and he points out the neces- 
sity of a green house and a nursery 
where flowers and shrubs could be 
grown. 

Water Supply. 

Referring tn the need of some bet- 
ter system of supplying; water at 
Beacon Hill Park, Superintendent 
England suggests that a reservoir be 
erected on the top of the hill from 
whence an ample supply of water 
could be secured for sprinkling pur- 
poses, while a shelter on the hill 
would render that spot more attrac- 
tive to visitors and could bo made a 
paying investment by renting space 
for a refreshment counter, the sale of 
post cards, etc. 

He also suggests that something 
should be done to drain the park land 
lying ttlong Dallas Road ami also 
Improve Douglas Street where it runs 
by the park, while the entrances to 
the park should be Improved, Some 
$2,500 should be spent on continuing 
the work of Improvement at the 
North Ward park and steps taken to 
replace the rustic bridges at the Gorgo 
Park, where more seals are needed. 
At the Quadra cemetery the work 
undertaken according to the plan 
submitted' by Mr. England last year 
has not yet been carried out. The 
monuments were to hove boon clean- 
ed and each grave designated by a 
cement marker, but this has not yet 
been done. Some $2,700 was spent on 
tho work of Improvement which was 
estimated to cost $11,500 hut the $500

which was promised by those interest- 
ed in the graves has not yet been 
contributed. If the cemetery Is plac- 
ed under the coutrol of tho parks 
board and Is to be made one of the 
city parks a name should be given 
It. Mr. England suggests "Pioneer 
Square" as a fitting name. 

Boulevards. 

Referring to boulevards Mr. England 
suggests that no moro streots be im- 
proved by boulevards where the side- 
walk is next the roadway. So far 
eight miles of boulevards have been 
luid and some six miles projected, but 
some system should be adopted where- 
by tho various parks would be con- 
nected by streets boulovarded and Im- 
proved, thus making attractive drives, 
which would give visitors a better im- 
pression of the beauties of tho city. 

Mr. England also suggests that on 
outlying streets the Idea of either no 
curb, or at best a wooden curb, should 
be adopted, where boulevardlng is to 
be done. Such a curb, while quite 
adequate, will cost but little and when 
the traffic on such streets becomes 
greater the wooden curb can be re- 
placed with stone curb. This method 
Is adopted In Seattle and elsewhere, 
and has resulted in a great saving of 
money. Attention should be paid to 
Bastion Square, and a railing erected 
along the top of the James Bay slope. 

The report made by the parks su- 
perintendent will be considered by the 
members of tin- board anil the sug- 
gestions contained therein will bo 
discussed at the next meeting. 

Answers Protest. 

Dr. the Honorable J. S. Helmcken's 
protest against tho action of the city 
in allowing the Beacon Hill Bowling 
club to use a portion of Beacon Hill 
park for a bowling green and erect a. 
club house there, was considered. The 
communication had been referred by 
tho city council, to which body it was 
sent by Dr. Helmcken, to the parks 
board. Dr. Helmcken will be Informed 
that no exclusive privileges have been 
given to the club and that tho club Is 
only allowed to remain at the park 
during the pleasure of the board. 

The request of W. H. Butler, for 
several pairs of quail which he wishes 
to secure for breeding purposes was 
not granted, as the board has none of 
the birds to spare. 

Nursery stock of the value of $468 
will be ordered from France, whence 
was received last year a large number 
of shrubs. The board will urge upon 
tho city council the advisability of 
making an experiment with salt for 
the killing of weeds and grass upon 
the streets. 

At tho next meeting of the board 
tho various committees will be struck. 
Those present at yesterday's meeting 
wore Aldermen Turner and Henderson, 
Messrs. F. B. Pemberton, John Nelson 
und G. Wilkerson. /• . 



HORTICULTURAL UOARD 
WILL BE CONSTITUTED 



There will be a Member From 
Each of the Four Chief 
Fruit Districts 



GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC 
WANTS A GUARANTEE 



If Successful, Line Will Be 
Built From Ft, George to 
Vancouver at Once 



The Grand Trunk Pacific is con- 
templating another important step in 
Its British Columbia railway develop- 
ment, which is no less a move than 
the construction of a branch line to 
Vancouver which will leave the main 
line at Fort George, the old trading 
post at the Junction of the north fork 
of the Fraser and the Xechaco rivers. 
This line will be begun this year if 
the provincial government can be In- 
duced to guarantee the bonds. 

The exact nature of the proposition 
submitted to Mr. McBrlde's govern- 
ment Is not known, but that so much 
Is a fact was admitted yesterday by 
Mr. D'Arcy Tate, the solicitor for the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, who is now in 
Victoria and has been having fre- 
quent conferences with tho premier 
and the ministers during the past few 
days.. 

How much Mr. Tato knows about 
the plans of the Canadian Northern Is 
not ascertained, but a remark let drop 
by him yesterday serves to confirm 
the rumors which have been circu- 
lated as to tho nuture of the demands 
of the Mackenzie-Mann road, with 
whom the government has stated that 
negotiations are now being carried on. 
Mr. Tate said that all he wanted was 
the same treatment that the Canadian 
Northern was asking, namely a guar- 
antee el' the bonds of the company. 
Thus It would appear that It Is a guar- 
antee, and not a cash subsidy or land 
grant that the railway magnates want. 
Mr. Tate also said that his road would 
certainly come to Victoria before long, 
and produced a map showing a pro- 
posed line running from Victoria to 
the northern end of Vancouver island. 
It would seem likely, however, that 
a guarantee will be a condition pre- 
cedent to its construction, and it ap- 
pears certain that the mainland lines 
will bo completed first. 

Fort George, whence the now line 
starts, Is well situated for a townslte 
nnd has a rich but undeveloped coun- 
try of great agricultural possibilities 
tributary to It. The greater part of 
tin; desirable land for townslte pur- 
poses In the Immediate vicinity cf Fort 
George Is now occupied by an Indian 
reserve, but it is understood Hint the 
Indian population is not very numer- 
ous ami arrangements such as wore 
concluded In connection with the re- 
serve nt Prince Rupert will no doubt 
be effected without much dlfllculty. 

The construction of this lino would 
make the (1. T. P. a factor at orfcee 
in southern as well as northern Brit- 
ish Columbia, and would open a large 
stretch of country which would other- 
wise bo without transportation facili- 
ties, traversing the interior, as It 
does, hi a southwesterly direction. It 
Is understood that the work will be 
commenced this season If the neces- 
sary arrangements are concluded, and 
it should mean that trains will be 
running into Vancouver over the now 
line as soon as, or almost as soon, as 
into Prlnco Rupert. 

The decision of the executive In re- 
lation to the proposed guarantee will 
be awaited with Interest by everyone. 
Tho lino from Fort George Is bound 
to come, but without the guarantee 
its advent will probably be delayed. 



Tho increasing Importance of tho In- 
dustry of horticulture Is well exempli- 
fied by a short bill Introduced yester- 
day by Capt. Tatlow, the minister of 
agriculture, It comes in tho form of 
an amendment to the Horticultural 
Board act and provides for a. perman- 
ent and representative board of horti- 
culture. 

Tho act only contnlns two sections, 
the essential part of the latter being 
hero reproduced: 

Section 2 of chapter 91 of the 
Revised Statutes, 1807, being tho 
Horticultural Board act, and amend- 
ments are hereby repealed, and tho 
following section is substituted there- 
for: 

"2. There Is hereby created a pro- 
vincial board of horticulture, to con- 
sist of three ex-ofllcio members, name- 
ly, the minister of agriculture, tho 
deputy minister of agriculture (who 
shall act as secretary of tho board), 
the chief inspector of fruit pests (who 
shall act for the province at large), 
and four members who shall be ap- 
pointed by the lieutenant- go vernor- 
In -council, one from each of the hor- 
ticultural districts which are hereby 
created, to wit: 

"(1). The first district shall com- 
prise the provincial electoral districts 
and portions of provincial electoral 
districts embraced in Vancouver Island 
and the adjacent Islands: 

"(2). The second district shall com- 
prise the portion of the provincial 
electoral district of Comox, situate on 
the mainland, the provincial electoral 
district of Richmond, Dewdney, Delta, 
Chllllwhack, Llllooet, Skeena and Cari- 
boo and the city of Vancouver; 

"(3). The third district shall com- 
prise the provincial electoral districts 
of Kamloops, Yale, Similkameon and 
Okanagnn and tho city of Nelson: 

"(4). The fourth district shall com- 
prise the provincial electoral districts 
of Revelstoke, Columbia, Kaslo, Slo- 
can, Greenwood, Grand Forks, Ymir, 
Cranbrook and Fernle, and the city of 
New Westminster."

CITY OF VICTORIA IS 
SEEKING MORE POWER 



Amendment to Victoria Water- 
works Act is Presented to 
the House 



An act to amend the Victoria Water 
Works acts was presented to the 
house yesterday , by 11. B. Thomson, 
M.P.P., which in a number of ways 
explains and extends the powers of 
the city to deal with the question of 
water supply. Possibly the most im- 
portant changes are those In con- 
nection with the borrowing powers, 
clause 8 providing that the indebted- 
ness Incurred for water works pur- 
poses shall not be counted as part of 
the aggregate Indebtedness which the 
city is authorized to Incur under the 
Municipal Clauses Act. 

Clause ll> provides that the moneys 
received from the water system shall 
be paid Into the separate fund to bo 
called the City Water Accounts, and 
that moneys so received will not be 
applicable to the ordinary civic ex- 
penditure. There is, however, a pro- 
viso to the effect that when all lia- 
bilities for the current year have 
been met the surplus by a two-thirds 
vote of the council may be diverted to 
ordinary corporate purposes. 

Water rates delinquent after the 
end of the current year becone, under 
the new act, a charge upon the land, 
recoverable from the owner summarily 
In the small debts court. 

The act also straightens out a dis- 
puted legal point. It has been assert- 
ed that the provisions of tho Water 
Clauses Act have had the effect of 
making arbitration a less favorable 
proceeding for the city than It was 
under the original act of 1 S 7 . This 
position has been disputed, but 
clause 2 of the new act places the 
matter beyond question by saying in 
terms that the Water Clauses Act 
shall not be held in any way to abro- 
gate or diminish the powers, rights 
and privileges previously enjoyed. 

The text of tho clauses relating to 
borrowing follow: 

5. Sections 28, 20 and 31 of said 
act of 1873 are hereby repealed, and 
the following section is substituted 
therefor: 

"28:31. Generally for all water 
works purposes, including the pay- 
ment of sinking fund and interest on 
monies owing, and hereafter to be 
borrowed, and expenses of borrowing, 
or for the purpose of meeting the 
payment of any other expense, work, 
matter or thing that is contemplated 
or allowed by the said Victoria City 
Water Works Act 1S73 and the 
Amendment Act Chapter 64 of 1802 
and of this act, the council of the cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria shall 
have power to borrow money by way 
of debentures or otherwise in such 
manner, in such form, and for such 
term, and at such interest and dis- 
count ,and generally In all matters 
and things In such manner as to the 
council may seem fit, upon the secur- 
ity of the water works system and 
property and the taxes anil rates, 
rentals and (•barges and general re- 
venue of the water works system, or 
wuters of the corporation, or on 
either, or any. or all of them, anil 
may as additional security pledge for 
the payment of the monies borrowed 
and the interest and sinking fund and 
all expenses of and attending the 
borrowing, the credit of the corpora- 
tion, or otherwise guarantee payment 
of the same." 

G. -Section .13 of said act of 1873 is 
hereby repealed, 

7. The Interest and sinking funds 
necessary to be raised to satisfy und 
retire existing loans obtained 'by the 
corporation for water works purposes 
shall be charged upon and primarily 
payable nut of tin? revenue derived 
from the water works system. 

,8. Monies heretofore raised, or 
hereafter to be raised, by tho cor- 
poration for water work's purposes, 
whether With or without guarantee, 
shall not be counted in. the aggregate 
of Indebtedness which the corpora- 
tion Is, by the Municipal Clauses 
Act, authorized to Incur.

HERE AND THERE 



There are, in Victoria, many ladles 
who can appreciate a good speech and 
profit by it. In the movement now on 
toot for the development of Vancou- 
ver Island, women should take a deep 
Interest. it Is unfortunate that they 
have not had an opportunity of hearing 
the best of what has boon said on this 
and on many other subjects with which 
they should be thoroughly acquainted. 
The newspaper report, which is our 
modern equivalent for the teaching of 
the husbands recommended by tho 
Apostle Paul long ago, excellent 
though It may bo, lacks something of 
the magnetism of tho spoken word. To 
come into personal contact with onu 
who is master of his subject and an 
enthusiast In a cause, is hi Itself an 
Important part of education. What- 
ever may bo the case In future, tho 
living voice has still a power not pos- 
sessed by any other moans of com- 
munication. 

The work done by tho Canadian 
Clubs in persuading distinguished vis- 
itors to speuk before them on national 
and Imperial subjects cannot lie too 
highly praised. Tho organization has 
already played an important part In 
Canadian life, and Its usefulness will 
Increase as time goes on. 

Victoria is very fortunately situ- 
ated with respect to noted travelers. 
Whether they come from tho east or 
the west, they are usually glad to 
rest here before proceeding on their 
Journey. That from time to time 
some of our guests will bo willing to 
please and Instruct us, is to be anti- 
cipated. We cannot, however, hope 
that in our small city many such 
speakers will be willing to take the 
trouble, to address two audiences 
This was fell by the Women's Coun- 
cil when last year the project of 
forming a Woman's Canadian Club 
was deferred, and it was determined to 
ask the gentlemen If the women who 
wished to do so might come In after 
luncheon and listen to the speech of 
the guest of the day. What reply, if 
any, has been made to tills request has 
not been learned. It is stated that at 
present there is no room suitable for 
such luncheons in which ladies can 
be accommodated with seats. If tbis 
is the case, It Is unfortunate. Such 
speeches as have been delivered lately 
before the Canadian club would bene- 
llt women as well as men. And in the 
development of our city and Island 
there is need of all the energy and 
enthusiasm of every woman as well 
as of every man. 

* * * 

The pupils, the teachers and the 
people of Victoria are to be congratu- 
lated on the excellent showing made by 
the students of Victoria College, who 
took the Christmas examinations of 
McGHl University. The results show 
that the good work done In the High 
school is equalled by that accom- 
plished by the first and second year 
university classes. That our highest 
Institution of learning does work that, 
of Its class, cannot be excelled in the 
province is something of which every 
Victorian has a right to be proud. 
While Miss Hamilton and .Marshall 
Gordon lead tho classes, the large; 
number who have taken good places 
tells that not only those specially 
gifted, but all the students have done 
faithful work. 

* * * 

Would it not be worth while for 
the school authorities in the city to 
try the experiment of a reform school? 
If there was one room presided over 
by an excellent teacher, to which chil- 
dren, who either do not want to go to 
school or whose presence for any 
reason is undesirable in the ordinary 
schoolroom, could be sent, the effect 
would be good both on tin- children 
themselves and on the general dis- 
cipline of the schools. This would, of 
course, presuppose the strictest en- 
forcement of the compulsory clause in 
the Education Act. Xo boy or girl 
who ought to be in school should be 
allowed exception for the very best 
of reasons to be out of it. and his oi- 
lier presence on the streets during 
school hours should be sufficient evi- 
dence on which to ground an inquiry. 
Such a school would not, for a long 
time, have many pupils, and the 
teacher or teachers. If It were con- 
sidered necessary to have a man and 
woman, could keep in the closest 
touch with the parents of the chil- 
dren. It Is hard to believe that if, dur- 
ing school hours, the children were 
under strict supervision, and if the 
parents and teachers worked '.ogetber, 
little hoys would so frequently commit 
crimes! as Is the case at present. 

It may be objected that this Is ;in 
expensive project. It will be difficult 
to obtain tin.' services of a man who 
Is lit for the task of managing the 
exceptionally bad boy. But it will not 
cost more to keep such children at 
home than It does at present to sup- 
port them in tho reformatory, and tho 

! effect would be far better. Naughty 
children and negligent parents would 
be taught to do better, ami only those 
wdio are really criminal would be left 
for the courts to deal with. 

That such a plan is feasible has 
been proved in other cities, and few 

I can doubt that tho time has come 
when the experiment should ho tried 
here. The children who spend their 
davs and nights on tho streets are not 
only In danger themselves, hut they 
too often spread contamination around 
them. While the foolish sentlmentul- 
Ism which would shield children from 
the punishment due to their faults is 
to be deprecated, no effort should be 
spared by the mothers and fathers of 
Victoria to place all little boys and 
girls in the best environment possible 
under present conditions.

another points to the fact that many 
of the world's best workers have par- 
taken heartily of the good things of 
this life. And now conies Dr. C. W. 
Salesby, who tolls us that It is much 
cheaper as well as better to clothe 
ourselves warmly than to spend money 
on food. He thinks, too, that the body- 
would, in this way bo spared much 
unnecessary labor. The learned doctor 
may be right but those who accom- 
plish most at manual labor do it with 
tho minimum of clothing. The first 
thing a man does who undertakes any 
form of violent exercise is to throw- 
off all superfluous clothing and allow 
tho muscles free play. The hearty 
appetite of such laborers is proverbial. 
With the dictum that all garments 
should be loose, most women will 
agree whatever their individual prac- 
tice may be. The following reason is 
given for this: 

"A given amount of a given material 
and texture is warmer as a loose gar- 
ment than as a tight one, simply be- 
cause it imprisons, as a louse gar- 
ment, a certain amount of air, and air 
is relatively a very bad conductor of 
lieat, and therefore warm, just as 
clothes are warm." 

This is one reason why there is 
something to be said for clothing our- 
selves In more layers than one. We 
thus Imprison more layers than 
one, — broken layers, no doubt, 
but none the less valuable, as long 
as the air is Imprisoned In some de- 
gree. Indeed, other things being 
equal, the warmest clothing will be air 
tight clothing, but it Is hardly neces- 
sary to say that the Imprisonment of 
the air by clothing for purposes of 
warmth must only be partial and Im- 
perfect. Let us observe the golden 
mean, and while, on the other hand, 
we clothe ourselves with air, let us 
insure, on the other hand, that the 
air is ventilated." 

Ju6tice For the Boys 

Boys ure entitled to a "square dial" 
as well as men. In very many cases 
they do not receive the consideration 
they deserve and which is their due. 
Boys are not footballs to be kicked 
about as It they were placed here for 
that purpose in the game of life. Some 
seem to think they art.. Hoys are 
born for a higher and better destiny. 
All men were boys once, and in their 
sensitive boyhood uays left every 
wrong Indicted upon them and resent- 
ed every Injustice Just us boys do 
now. Boys have a claim upon the 
tender respect of their elders for what 
they are and for what they muy be- 
come; nor does it promote any boy's 
Silf-respect lie must have if he Is to 
amount to anything in life. That man 
had the right idea who always lifted 
his hat to every boy he met. 
W hen asked why lie did that, why he. 
showed so much deference to a boy, he 
replied: How do 1 know but that in 
the course of time lie will be Presi- , 
dent of the United States'.'' 

A square deal' should be accorded 1 
boys in the home. Parents should 
bless the lads' that Cod has given 
them, and not curse them. There 
would be much less crime committed, 
and lower criminals for the courts to 
ideal with, If all parents did this. It 
devolves upon parents to exercise the 
most scrupulous care in the moral : 
training of their boys. For the safe- 
guarding of hoys, care needs to be 
taken in the home to counteract the ' 
evil influences of the street and out- j 
door associations. Being allowed to 
run wild early and late, without any | 
proper hour restraints, with all kinds 
of companions and In all sorts of j 
places, has marked the beginning of 
many a boy's downfall. To send chil- | 
dren to the factory in their early I 
teens, which so many parents insist 
upon doing for the money there is in 
it Is not a square deal, and should be i 
prohibited by law. In the factory the 
child gets poor schooling, physically, 
mentally and morally. Child labor is 
a growing evil today which our legis- 
latures must deal with in justice to 
the tender youth of our country. To 
sacrifice them on the altar of mammon 
is not only not a square deal; It is 
morally wrong, and should be made . 
by law criminally wrong. 

The sense of justice is Ingrained in I 
human nature, and every spark of hu- 
manity must have deserted one who 
can stand by and witness without pro- 
test a small boy abused and made to 
suffer by the hands of a boy twice 
his size; or sees a man take coward- 
ly advantage of the helplessness of 
childhood and deliberately trample 
upon the natural rights of children. 
Tho normal man or woman feels that 
it is far from a square deal, that it 
Is mean, unfair, and unjust, and feel- 
ings of indignation rise. When a boy 
gives evidence that In- is aching if or 
u fight by cuffing the .small boys about 
the common Haying is, and it is sane, 
'Take a boy of your own size.' And 
when a man becomes belligerent, let 
him choose as his antagonist a man 
and not some stripling. We have seen 
men, even, policemen, exasperated 
over the delinquencies of other men 
I veil! their spleen upon sumo hoy who 
] happened to be so unfortunate as to 
I be near at hand. Such a one-, when 
his temper subsides and a calmer 
mood prevails, must stand Belf-rebuk- 
cd Cor his folly in depriving an inno- 
cent boy of a square deal und inflict- 
ing upon him a gross wrong. — Intel- 
ligencer. 

Grapo rruit 

To appreciate fully tie- delicious qual- 
ities of this exquisite fruit il must ae 
eaten at tho beginning of breakfast er- 
as the Introductory course at luncheon. 
If It is as a breakfast dish that you 
would serve it, you must begin your 
preparations the previous night, by cut- 
ting the fruit in half transversely, Rc- 
inovo all tho seeds, and. covering It 
With powdered sugar, Bend It to the Ice- 
box to stay until the morning call for 
breakfast sounds. Then, but not until 
then, removO the white membrane mid 
loosen the pulp from tho sides, for It 
Is only by leaving the hemispheres In- 
tact that one can transform the Juice 
of ttie grapefruit into veritable nectar 
of the gods. 

It the fruit Is enten In the morning 
It requires no outside stimulus to make 
it appetizing, but if It is to be served 
as the first course at luncheon tho ad- 
dition of some liquor is permissible, 
although it Is by no means necessary. 
If sucli a flavor is deemed desirable, 
however, the choice is not restricted. 
In the home of the grapefruit It Is 
, usually the sweet West Indian ruin that 
I Is added, but sherry, mndeira, or nl- 
; most any other sweet wine will answer 
i the purpose quite as agreeably. Again, 
l If one Is in search of novelties, the 
pulp of the grapefruit may bo removed 
from the shell to. he served In Individ- 
ual glasses, with or without an accom- 
paniment of cherries, and with either 
maraschino or curacoa as the flavoring 
cordial. 

The use of halves of grapefruit as 
receptacles for oyster cocktails Is r .iy 
no. means a now Idea, and yet It Is 
one of those unique combinations of 



llavors that cannot be too widely known 
To prepare the grapefruit for this pur- i 
pose the cook has but to remove tho I 
seeds and core, and then, having filled | 
the center with small raw oysters, dress 
them as for a cocktail, with tomato | 
catchup, horseradish, tabasco sauce, etc., | 
without, of course, the use of any 
lemon, for the pulp of tho fruit itself i 
will Impart all the acidity required. 



Children's Dinner 

At the dinner provided for fifteen 
hundred children of the 1 lagged School 
Union and .Shaftesbury Society by tho 
children of Victoria, the following ad- 
dress by Sir John Kirk was thrown on 
fhe screen: — "Dear girls and boys, 
about live years ago I went for the sec- 
ond time to the great Dominion of Can- 
ada. To do so I had, of course, to cross 
the Atlantic In a jig ship, and to pass 
over the vast prairies and go through 
the great llocliy Mountains, until I 
came finally to the glorious country of 
British Columbia. I met a great many 
kind-hearted people, who were pleased 
to hear what I hud to tell them about 
the little children of this great city, 
which they are all proud to regard as 
the 'Heart of the Umpire;' and they 
co-ild hardly realize that there were 
more people living In It than In the 
whole of Canada. I saw, as never be- 
fore, that tho great Dominion was a 
land of plenty, where nobody need be 
out of work or go to bed hungry, and 
where there were very few crippled or 
sick children. I found, too, that they 
had warm hearts of sympathy for all 
who were in need, and at a lecture I 
nave In the Y.M.t'.A., Victoria, a collec- 
tion wua made for the funds of the 
Bagged School Union. I was asked to 
spend the money In giving a New Year's 
party, such as we ure having tonight, 
und now year by year through the Sun- 
day schools and other ways, a collection 
Is continued, until Ibis year It has 
reached over UUU. In this way, year by 
year, the tobies have been spread jy 
'hands across the sea,' the loving hands 
of your brothers und sisters In Victoria. 
New Westminster, and Vancouver, us 
well as some In Moose Jaw, Winnipeg, 
and other places." The Hon. Harry 
Dawson, Mayor of Stepney, who was 
unable to he present, also sent a mes- 
sige in which he said:— "I should much 
have liked to tender my heartfelt thanks 
on behalf of the Knst-end, for the 
touching and charming thcuglitfulness 
of the Sunday school children and othnrH 
of British Columbia. It goes to our 
hearts to think that they do not forget 
at this great festival of all Britain the 
countless children of the great Mother 
city. I know It will be a delightful 
gathering and that the children of the 
East-end will be full of grateful affec- 
tion for their brothers and sisters on 
the other side. I wish to them all a 
very happy New Year." During the 
proceedings a message of thanks was 
sent to the Sunday school children of 
British Columbia. It ran: — "We are 
1,500 boys and girls, besides our teach- 
ers and friends, and we desire to thank 
you most heartily for this jolly New 
Year's feast. We also wish you all a 
very Happy New Year." 



Family loyalty 

Loyalty in the home circle is not as 
often considered as It ought to tie. It 
should be held us part of the family 
honor never to speak slightingly of any 
member of the household to outsiders. 
The old and somewhat vulgar proverb 
"Wash all your soiled linen at home," 
contains the gist of an obvious truth. 
Mothers should impress this family loy- 
alty upon their children, and teach them 
Ihut It means dignity and strength and 
happiness to be the guardians of their 
own hearth, as it were; the staunch de- 
fenders of each und every member of 
the family. 

They should point out the bad tasto 
of saying derogatory things about each 
other lo their acquaintances, whatever 
may be their private differences. Mo- 
thers and fathers would do well to re- 
member that "nagging" at each other;

other," in public is not only disloyal to 
the family, but it is In exceedingly bad 
taste, and, moreover, is setting a bad 
example for their children, who will in- 
evitably be their own imitators. Mo- 
thers — oven good, loving mothers — have 
an unwise way of bringing every trivial 
fault to the surface before anyone who 
happens to be present. 

Mothers, too. should be loyal to their 
children If they expect the lutter to be 
loyal to them. Every now and then we 
see a family whose members become 
more or less prominent in their various 
walks of life. If we take the pains to 
ascertain the reason why, we discover 
that In almost every case there will je 
found among them a very strong sen- 
timent of what the world calls "clan- 
nlsbness," but what might be better 
designated faithfulness. Even from a| 
worldly point of view, mothers would do | 
well to remember that whatever keeps 
the family together In faithful allegi- 
ance adds to the position and Influence 
and consideration of each member in- 
dividually. — Roy Winchester.

ORGANIZATION COMPLETED 



Move For Cleaner Athletics Be- 
came Crystallized at Last 
Night's Meeting 



All Victoria athletes who have been 
professionalized and who wish to en- 
ter., amateur ranks. now _ have their 
opportunity. With" the organization 
of a local' branch of the British Col- 
umbia Amateur Athletic union, to 
which every club has subscribed, the 
past Is burled deep and distinctions 
are forgotten. Applications for regis- 
tration will be received and accepted 
through any of the fourteen organiza- 
tions that have been given representa- 
tion on the executive board of the 
newly established association. Tho 
slate has been swept clean in ' order 
that the present chaotic, condition in 
regard to amateurism and profession- 
alism may be replaced by the demar- 
katlon of clean cut 'cleavage between 
the two classes of sportsmen. 

There was a large attendance at tho 
meeting held last night to establish a 
local branch of the B.C.A.A.D. at tho 
city hall. 1 Dan O'SfulHvah occupied 
tho chair and A. J. Brace acted as 
secretary. The accredited delegates 
present -were as follows: Y.M.C.A.. A. 
G. Findlay arid A. J. Brace; J.B.A.A., 
D. O'Sullivan and P. W. Thomas; 
Baracas. J. Dlnsrnore; Rsqulmalt, A. 
IJnckslcy and J. Meshor; Rendell'a 
club, F. B. Rcndell and l". R. Moore; 
High School, A. O. Smith and i*. H. 
Ktllott. 

It was explained by the chairman uf- 
tre the minutes had been read and 
adopted that the Initial meeting had 
taken place Just before the annual 
gathering of tho B.C.A.A.U. and there 
had been but three clubs represented, 
namely, the J.B.A.A.. the Y.M.C.A. and 
the V.W.A.A. owing to the Im- 
portance of Victoria having represen- 
tatives at the provincial association's 
meeting It Mad then been decided that 
the local union be organized and 
Messrs. O'Sullivan and Brace selected 
to attend In behalf of this city. For 
this reason action hnd really been 
taken without formal consultation 
with the majority of the athletic bodies 
of the community.

to the definition of an amateur. An 
agitation. In- explained, hail been in 
progress In Victoria and vicinity for 
tho cleaner conduct of sporl in gem ral 
for many years. As yet it had re- 
sulted In nothing tangible. He thought 
it wns time something was done and 
hoped that these present would ratify 
the organization id' a body which, 
working in conjunction with the B.C. 
A.A.U., would control sporting events 
here. 

In response to a generally expressed 
desire, Mr. Brace read the constitution 
and bylaws of the B.C.A.A.U. through- 
out. This took upwards of an hour, 
every clause being discussed In order 
that those present might obtain a 
clear Idea of what was proposed.

Widespread Interest in the

The postponement of the Shrubb- 
Longboat Marathon race, , which was 
to have taken place on Tuesday night 
at New York, to Friday the 5th of 
next month was a disappointment to 
the majority of local sportsmen. Noth- 
ing was known of Shrubb's injury 
and the consequent cancellation of 
the engagement on this side of the lino 
until the evening for which the event 
had been advertised. Owing to a 
lapse of the Associated Press service 
news which should have been placed 
before Western Canadians last Mon- 
day did not reach tliem until the time 
they expected to hear the result. 
Naturally, therefore, enthusiasts when 
told that there had been no contest 
were Inclined to question and their 
failure to receive any explicit infor- 
mation regarding the reason for the 
postponement gave rise to all manner 
of conjectures. However now it Is 
possible to assert that the reason for 
the delay is, as stated, Shrubb's un- 
willingness to hazard his chances of 
winning the notable competition, 
against such a formidable opponent 
as Tom Longboat. while suffering, 
h.owever slightly, with an injured foot. 
That the race will be brought on in 
a fortnight's time, according to ap- 
parently authentic report, seems assur- 
ed. 

One thing Tuesday's false alarm did 
prove was that Victorians havo fallen 
before the Marathon microbe fever 
to an even greater extent than was 
Imagined. It was only necessary to 
sit In the Colonist office for ten or 
fifteen minutes to be convinced. The 
telephone sent up its shrill jangle of 
bells every three or four seconds and 
always It was the same query — 
"What was the result of the Shrubb- 
Longboat race'.'" Faithfully, though 
wearingly, the Interrogators were in- 
formed that there had been no race.

New Zealand Rules. 
Commenting on recent changes In 
the rugby football rules In New Zea- 
land the press of that colony says: 

Although the council of the New 
Zealand Rugby Union have made 
several drastic changes in the rules, 
which will come into operation next 
seson, the most revolutionary Is a 
law borrowed from the English' North- 
ern Union, forbidding halt- backs, and, 
of course, threes, to advance beyond 
an imaginary line drawn through the 
back row of forwards In a scrum. 
This rule will, of course, put an end 
to spoiling and Is designed to increase 
the spectacular attractiveness of the 
game. 

Under this rule a half-back will havo 
a free hand to develop movements, 
and this, fact will completely revolu- 
tionise the game. Forwardplay, In one 
sense, will vanish, nnd the game will 
consist in brief scrums, quick heel- 
ing and passing advances In which 
the forwards of the side In posses- 
sion will participate In the attack 
and those of the other side will get 
across in defense. Such a game may 
bo attractive, but it will not be Rugby 
football hi the traditional ynd best 
sense. 

Moreover, the rule will increase un- 
fair play, especially as the other 
changes made (except the new com- 
pelling the referee to put the ball In) 
nearly all tend to produce a similar 
result. 

Tho contrast offered by the new rule 
and the old rule, still of course, the 
"home" rule, as to half-backs Is 
rendered all the greater by the care 
which the International board has 
taken by circular letters, instructions 
to referees and so forth, to preserve 
Hie legal right of the half to "spoil" 
and "follow the ball out." and by 
rulings on the point by the different 
unions. 

Thus the International board has 
laid down that a half "should not be 
penalised who unintentionally over- 
runs the ball in a scrummage," while 
there Is a union ruling that "a play- 
er may [day in any position, so Ion" 
as hi' is on side, and dors not ob- 
struct his opponent; he may come 
up to a scrummage, and attempt to 
hook the ball out with his foot, pro- 
vided that his other foot is behind the 

The new rule creates a new and ar- 
bitrary form of "off side" opposed to 
the principle of off side, and, In fact 
a contradiction In terms, for a man 
behind the hall cannot he off side

Banfield Lifesavers Recover 
More of Capt, Henn'ing- 
sen's Property 



SCENE OF: OTHER DISASTERS 



Wrecking Steamer Mascotte 
Was Destroyed By Fire 
Off Seabird Rocks 



More of the personal effects of Capt. 
Henningsen of the wrecked four-mast- 
ed schooner Soqu'el which drove on the 
seabird rocks off Pachena have been 
recovered by the Banfield creek life- 
saving crew which made a subsequent 
visit to the wreck on Tuesday after- 
noon. Capt. W. H. Gillen, coxswain 
of the lifesavers, in a telegram to 
Capt. Gaudln, local agent of marine, 
yesterday, said he had been successful 
In securing the personal effects of 
the Captain, und had expected to con- 
tinue his search of the wrecked schoon- 
er yesterday, the sea had been too 
routfh, however, to allow of the wreck 
being again visited. With a rising 
sea the waves beat right over it and 
it Is considered that the hull will not 
long remain intact. The first storm 
is expected to break up and scatter 
the vessel. The lifesavers are using 
the surf lifeboat which was taken from 
Clo-oose by the steamer Leebro. This 
lifeboat has not been in commission 
previously. When the government sta- 
tioned it at Clo-oose the wages offered 
failed to tempt the Indians to whom 
the government looked to form a 
crew; not even a bright jersey with 
the words embroidered thereon "Life- 
saver" would tempt the natives, and 
the boat remained idle. 

The seabird rocks and vicinity have 
been the scene of several wrecks. 
Capt. jUcCoskrie's big wrecking steam- 
er Mascotte, while engaged in dragg- 
ing for tho anchors of lost vessels in 
that vicinity, searching the graveyard 
of ships for salvage, was totally des- 
troyed by fire in 1893 In Pacheiia bay 
off the Seablrds. Fire was discovered 
In tho early morning, apparently in 
tho galley, and it spread so quickly 
that captain and crew had hardly time 
to reach shore, some of them having 
to leave in their nlghtclothes. The 
Maude went up shortly afterward to 
wreck the wrecker. The Mascotte was 
a light draft steamer with high power 
and was considered a first class 
wrecking vessel. 

The British bark Bechardas Ambi- 
adass, outbound from Moodyvillo for 
Shanghai with lumber, was lost on 
Pachena point, near the Soquel wreck, 
in 1S79. She ran Into a heavy fog 
when leaving the Straits and struck 
bow on while the mate was beginning 
to tack, dragging over the outlying 
reef, and settling hard aground. In- 
dians saved the crew, and Capt. 
Hjuing, who was at Cape Boale with 
the schooner Favorite went to the 
scene and took them off. The wreck 
was sold to the late Henry Saunders, 
of Victoria, for $ 1 SO.

TITAN SAILS FOR 

UNITED KINGDOM 



Sailing Marks Completion of Six Years 
of the Blue Funnel Service to 
This Port 



With the sailing of the steamer Titan 
from the outer wharf yesterday after- 
noon, homebound to Liverpool by way 
of the ports of the far east from 
Yokohama to the Suez, the Blue Fun- 
nel line completed its sixth year of 
service since the service was inaugu- 
rated to Victoria and Paget Sound by 
Alfred Holt and comjany, under the 
local agency of Dodwell & Co. Dur- 
ing that lime there have been but 
three ocasslons on which the steamers 
have failed to leave on their scheduled 
sailing date, and the longest delay 
suffered by the three which were 
tardy in departing was three days and 
a half. 

The five speedy new freighters, built 
especially for this service, are among 
the finest afloat and are the largest ex- 
clusive freighters on the Pacific. The 
fleet consists of the Cyclpos, Titan, 
Bellerophon, Teucer and Antilochus. In 
addition to these vessels, the steamers 
Keemum, Ningchow, Oanfa and others 
used at intervals on the Liverpool- 
Victoria service. All are twin screw 
steamers, with a considerable reputa- 
tion for speed. 

Before these steamers were placed 
in .service a line of sailing vessels 
was used to bring general merchan- 
dise from England to Victoria and 
Vancouver and yearly a lleet of from 
seven to nine sailing ships took t he 
pack of the salmon canneries to the 
United Kingdom. With the coming 
of the Blue Funnel steamers the 
salmon lleet became a thing of the 
past .and the sailing ship outbound 
with cargo now is a very occasional 
business. The Blue Funnel linors 
carry the bulk of this growing trade. 
As opposition since the start of the 
service the French round-the-world 
line has entered the field together with 
tile connecting services via the Tc- 
huantapuc railroad. 

The Titan which sailed yesterday 
from the outer wharf took on fifty 
Chincss steerage passengers, and 
salmon, herring, and horse shoes, In 
addition to the general cargo already 
loaded at tills port on her previous 
call. There was a .shipment of 5,000 
cases of salmon for Singapore and

the United Kingdom, 500 boxes of salt 
herring for Japan, and 30 tons of old 
horse shoes which go to Hong Kong 
to (be welded into spearheads and 
other things by Chinese blacksmiths. 
The Titan left with 3,000 tons short of 
the cargo booked, for which the re- 
cent blizzerd is responsible. Tho 
cargo was on tho way, but delayed at 
various points by bad weather. This 
storm will mean a loss of at least 
J 15,000 to the steamship company. In- 
stead of the 5,000 bales of cotton tho 
Titan was to carry she left with not 
more than 1.200 bales. The flour mills 
have been unable to get the wheat 
and consequently her flour shipment is 
lighter than usual. Cold weather 
hindered the fishermen and in other 
ways affected the cargo engaged for 
the steamer. It is unusual for a 
Blue Funnel liner to leave port with 
any great amount of cargo space un- 
filled. 

The chief items of the Titan's cargo 
are flour, fish, cotton, and hay. She 
carries 35,440 barrels of Hour and 
2,325,200 pounds of salt herring, which 
came from British Columbia ports. 
She also carried a lnrge shipment of 
cotton and about 9.000 bales of hay. 
There was about 300,000 feet or lum- 
ber. The total value of the Titan's 
cargo is over $336,856. 



WHITE LINER DELAYED 

—WILL SAIL TODAY 



R, M. S. Empress of India Will Leave 
Vancouver on Arrival of the 
Overseas Mails 



The R.M.S. Empress of India, which 
was scheduled to sail lrfnn the outer 
wharf yesterday evening for the Far 
East, bound to Hongkong via Yoko- 
hama and the usual ports of call, has 
been delayed owing to the non-arriv- 
al of the mails and is expected to 
leave Vancouver on arrival of the 
train today, leaving from the outer 
wharf tonight. The R.M.S. Empress 
of Britain, which brought the Over- 
seas maijs across the Atlantic was 
delayed by heavy weather in the wes- 
tern ocean and was lute in landing 
the malls at St. John. The R.M.S. 
Empress of China, from this port 
reached Hongkong on January 22nd. 

The Empress of Japan left Yoko- 
hama for this port on the 21th inst. 
She carries five passengers in the 
saloon and has a cargo of 480 tons of 
silk together with 750 tons of over- 
land freight. 



WRECK OF ALICE 

BROUGHT LOW PRICE 



Portland Man Buys the Stranded 
French Ship for $210 — Eaton 
H.-dl Wreck Sold 



The wreck of the French ship Alice 
which Is lying embedded in the sand 
off Ocean Shore, near South Bend on 
the Washington coast, lias been sold 
to Joseph Adler of Portland for $201 
It 19 not thought th'' Alice can be 
salved and tho purchasers expect to 
make a profit on salving her gear. 
Capt. Aubert and the shipwrecked 
crew left Portland yesterday for New 
York on their way to France. 

The Chilian bark Eaton Hall has 
also been sold by the underwriters. 
The Eaton Hall, which made many 
voyages to British Columbia, anil 
Puget Sound for lumber, put into 
Tahiti in August last dismasted and 
was condemned after a survey as a 
constructive total loss. The wreck 
was sold at tho French island port. 

The steamer Sonoma, which sank in 
Canoo Pass several weeks ago has 
been raised and Is now undergowlng 
repairs preparatory to resuming her 
run on the Ladner-Steveston route. 
The Favorite, which sank about tho 
same time, has not yet been raised. 



SANDHEADS LIGHTSHIP 
HAS BROKEN LOOSE 

Broke Away From Moorings 
Yesterday Morning and is 
Ashore 



The Sandheads lightship, once 
known In these waters as the sealing 
schooner Mermaid, broke from her 
moorings at the mouth of tho main 
channel to the Eraser river yesterday 
morning during a strong northwest 
gale and drifted for about two miles 
before she brought up ashore the mud 
flats. It is not thought there will bo 
much difficulty in refloating the light- 
ship. 

The schooner was bought from the 
Victoria Sealing compunay several 
years ago by the Doninlon govern- 
ment and was converted Into a light- 
ship. The Mermaid, an old hard- 
wood vessel, was brought to Victcria 
by Capt. Whlteley, now of the steamer 
Princess Una, in 1S92, and while 
cruising in flic Japan sea the next 
year was in collision with a whale. 
The mammal kept crossing the 
schooner's bow and the Mermaid 
struck the whale with great force, 
two beams being broken away and 
the stem turned over until it looked 
like a rudder, hard over. The Mer- 
maid's pumps were started, but she 
did not make water and was sailed 
into Yokohama fur repairs. 

The steamer Leebro, which is en- 
gaged in replacing some of the dere- 
lict aids to navigation in the Gulf of 
Georgia, will be sent to again moor 
the lightship on her return. 

CARRADALE CHARTERED 

TO CARRY GRAIN 



Will Proceed to Tacoma Today to 
Load— Believed Owners Bought 
Her Cargo 



The British bark Corradale, Capt 
Smith, one of the vessels which have 
been lying disengaged at Esquimalt 
for some months, has been chartered 
to load grain at Tacoma for tho Unit 
ed Kingdom. Capt. Smith received a 
cablegram yesterday morning from 
his owners advising him that the ves 
eel had been fixed and Instructing 
him to proceed to Tacoma, whither 
the Carradale will proceed as soon as 
a tug arrives, probably today. It is be- 
lieved the owners of the Carradale 
have followed tho example recently 
set by the owners of the Agnes Os- 
wald and bought a cargo of grain for 
their vessel in order to get the bark 
home. The bark Torsdale, of the same 
owners, has been ordered to take 
grain from Portland on account of 
her owners. 

The charter of the Carradale and 
Torsdalo is the only business that has 
been done for some time in grain 
charters. Business had been practi- 
cally suspended in tills line for tho 
season when the announcement was 
made. Although all tonnage on the 
coast is at liberty to accept what rates 
they can get until May 1, until when 
the International Shipowners Asso- 
ciation have suspended tho rate of 
27s Cd, it is not expected there will 
be any more chartering this season. 
There is a little demand for wheat 
for South America but this business is 
handled by steamers. 

The barkentlne Lahaina has been 
moved to Chomainus from Puget 
Sound and will load lumber for Callao 
at the prevailing rate of 40 shillings. 
Other recent charters Include the bar- 
kentine J. M. Griffith from Puget 
Sound for Guaymas; barkentlne Aur- 
ora for the same voyage; Ethel Zane 
from Gray's harbor for Guaymas and 
schooner Marconi from Coos bay for 
Valparaiso. 

Offshore lumber rates from this 
Coast are inclined to bo bearish, the 
last week showed a reduction from 
the freights which have been in force 
for some time. The weekly freight 
circular of the Shipowners' Associa- 
tion of the Pacific Coast gives notice 
that the rate from Grays Harbor, WI1- 
lapa Harbor, Columbia river and 
Puget Sound is now 42s 6d to Val- 
paraiso, fior orders, 2s Od less, direct. 
The previous quotation was 46 shil- 
lings. The present rate from the 
North Pacific to Callao is 40 shillings, 
which Is a drop of 2s Cd. 

Freights to Australia and steamer 
rates to Japan and North China re- 
main tho same. Present quotations 
arc 30 shillings to Sydney, Port Pirie, 
Shanghai and North China; 32s 6d to 
Hongkong, Melbourne and Adelaide; 
37s 6d to Fremantla and Geraldton. 
The circular for some time has not 
quoted rates to the Hawaiian islands 
and Gulf of California ports as all re- 
cent charters to these ports have been 
made at private terms. The prevailing 
rate to South Africa remains at 50 
shillings. 

Coastwise freights remain firm and 
steady and a moderate amount of 
business is being done. No change Is 
noted but recent fixtures are at asso- 
ciation figures. 



SCHOONER'S SAILS WERE 
BLOWN FROM MASTS 

C. A. Thayer Reaches Hoquiam After 
Stormy Passage From the Ha- 
waiian Islands 



A despatch from Haquiam says: 
the three mast schooner C. A. Thayer, 
Captain Peterson, thirty-three days 
from the Hawaiian island, arrived at 
the Gray's Harbor port with prac- 
tically all her canvass gone. The cap- 
tain reports that going through the 
pass between 11m islands hi; was 
caught by severe winds and heavy 
seas which carried him some 200 miles 
south of his course. The foresail was 
the first to go by the board; then 
went the main boom, and two days 
later they lost their main gaff. On 
account of the heavy wind and seas 
astern it was Impossible to carry any 
canvas to speak of. 

Arriving off Grays Harbor bar Sat- 
urday night and no tug In sight, he 
put out about five miles and hovo 
tho vessel to. She was becalmed 
Saturday night until about midnight, 
when a fresh southwest wind sprang 
up. At daylight the next morning 
ho wan off the mouth of the Quinault 
river, and, on account of unfavorable 
wind could not get safely away from 
the coast line between the Quinault 



and Grays Harbor bar. Ho beat up 
and down and found no tug Monday 
and no tug on Tuesday, and was yes- 
terday picked up by tug Cudahy as 
she was returning from Wlllapa harbor 
Captain Peterson was about to put 
out for the Columbia River or South 
bay when the Cudahy hove In sight. 

DENY THAT CAPTAIN 

JUMPED OVERBOARD 

Officers of the Steamer on Arrival at 
Portland Said They Believed 
Death Due to Accident 



The Portland and Asiatic liner Nlco- 
demia has arrived at Portland and 
her officers scou the Idea that Capt. 
Wagermann suicided as reported in 
Japanese advices received by the 
Cyclops. Further than that Capt. 
Waggemann, of the Oriental liner 
Nicomedla, lost his life by either fall- 
ing overb.oard or being carried to his 
gravo on the crest of a wave, no de- 
tails o£ his tragic death were brought 
by the steamer. The accident oc- 
curred while tho liner was en route 
from Hong Kong to Moji on her re- 
turn trip to Portland. 

The Nicomedla sailed from Hong 
Kong December 22 and immediately 
afterwards she was struck by a heavy 
northeast monsoon. A high sea was 
running and the craft rolled freely. 
On the morning of December 26 Cup- 
tain Waggemann, when the storm was 
still raging, went on tho bridge to 
Issue orders concerning the course. As 
Hie was descending the steps he slip- 
ped and fell. After arising he sat 
down for a few moments. But bo 
informed those near him that lie was 
not hurt in the least. That was the 
last time the captain was ever seen. 

An hour after he had met with the 
supposed slight mishap on the steps 
the officer on watch desired to change 
the course of the steamer and went 
info the cabin to consult the skipper. 
Failing to find him there lie went to 
other parts of the ship with the same 
result. A thorough search showing 
he was not aboard, the steamer re- 
traced her course, the officers hoping 
to find Waggemann still afloat. But 
tho voyage toward the point from 
which she hnd come turned out to be 
futile. That tho captain was acci- 
dentally drowned is held to be certain 
by the remaining otlicers, but they do 
not know just how It occurred. 

First Officer Wespjcr took the 
steamer to Moji and then to Kobe. 
On her arrival at the latter port she 
was taken In command by Captain 
Kenitschky, chief oflicer of the Ham- 
burg-American mall steamship Bar- 
celona, which was lying there. -He 
will tako tho vessel back to the Orient 
and will probably hove permanent 
command of her. 



NEW TORPEDO LOST 



Secret War Weapon Lost in the Eng- 
lish Channel and Vigorous 
Search is Made 



A vigorous search Is going forward 
In the English Channel to recover a 
lost torpedo of great power. The 
pattern Is one of the very latest, prac- 
tically a secret, and Is a 21 inch type, 
with tho enormous range of 7,000 
yards. 

As the torpedo Is of a new design 
the efforts of tho naval authorities 
are directed with the utmost vigour 
towards its recovery. Divers have 
gone down off, Portland, where the 
torpedo was lost,,.arid one torpedo was 
brought to the surface, but proved 
to an old pattern', which went astray 
some months ago. 

Tho lost torpedo is the much talk- 
ed-of invention of Engineer-Lieuten- 
ant S. Hardcastle, and belongs to tho 
Vernon School. Many experiments 
have been made with it, and all the 
experts are of opinion that it is a 
formidable destroyer. It travels 2,000 
yards further than any other pattern 
and has an average speed of 31 knots, 
which is sufficient to upset ordinary 
gunnery calculations. Such torpedo 
work at long range would revolution- 
ize naval warfare, and the Admiralty 
are certain that the Hardcastle in- 
vention will succeed. 



BRITISH SHIPYARDS WILL 
BUILD SPANISH NAVY 



Orders for Warships Involving Over 
$35,000,000 Given to English 
Builders 



British shipyards have received or- 
ders involving $35,000,000 to build a 
navy for Spain. The Vlckers-Maxim 
firm Is, it is said, to commence forth- 
with upon the work, which will find 
employment for many hand In Great 
Britain, apart from the fact that tho 
vessels aro to bo built in Spain. It is 
not known how many battleships there 
are to be, but the number is put down 
at four. There are two cruisers and 
a number of small craft of the de- 
stroyer type. The Vickers combin- 
ation, it is understood, will build the 
battleships, the Armstrong- Whitworth 
company the cruisers, and Messrs. 
Thornycroft the destroyers, while, 
Messrs. Brown will share In the ma- 
chinery, armour and probably the con- 
struction. The guns will ail bo built 
In Great Britain, and the orders will 
bo In the hands of Armstrong and 
Vickers. The extent of tills programme 
suggests that an outlay of more than 
£7,000,000, originally reported, will bo 
required. 



The Charles Nelson company, owners 
of the steam schooner Charles Nel- 
son, have filed a libel suit in tho Unit- 
ed States federal court against tho 
four-masted schooner Willis A. Hol- 
den. The Holden, a vessel of 1,118 
tons, with a freight charter aboard 
worth $12,000 and a cargo of lumber 
valued at J 15,000, sailed from Seattle, 
on December 12, 1907, bound for 
Shanghai, She was overtaken by a 
gale, In which she lust her rudder and 
part of her cargo. She was picked up 
by the Nelson drifting off the shore of 
Waddah island and towed to Port 
Townsend. The Charles Nelson com- 
pany asked the court to award a suit- 
able sum for salving the schooner. 

Advices from Tahiti state that tho 
bark Louisiana, which put in there De- 
cember 17 leaking badly, has been re- 
paired and will be able to proceed on 
her voyage to Mollendo about Feb- 
ruary 20. The Louisiana discharged 
her cargo and the leak was discovered 
by some native boys who while swim- 
ming noticed the suction as they ran

Tho steamer Grays Harbor, from San 
Francisco to Grays Harbor, encounter- 
ed one of the w.orst storms In the 
captain's many years experience in 
coastwise sailing off Point Reyes. Off 
Cape Mendocino two huge whirlpools 
or waterspouts over 500 feet In height 
were sighted and it took all tho tack 
and skill of tho .old navigator to save 
the vessel from being sucked to de- 
struction. 

Frank Waterhouso & Co., general 
agents of the Bank line, were advised 
by cablegram yesterday that the un- 
derwriters will sell the wreck of the 
British steamer Adato, as it lies on 
Vrles island. The Adato belonging to 
the Bank line ran ashore on Vries Is- 
land last week while bound from Yo- 
kohama for Kobe. She had a valuable 
cargo from Seattle and Tacoma. 

The C.P.R. steamer Beaver made 
her first trip up the river on Monday 
since tho recent cold snap, traveling as 
far as Mount Lehman without diffi- 
culty. Small patches of thin ice were 
encountered during the voyage, the 
vessel easily breaking through. At 
considerable amount of ice is coming 
down the river daily. From this 
city to the mouth of the river is 
entirely clear. 

Mark A. Graham, the sea captlan, 
who deserted the Chinese junk Whang 
Ho, who was charged with stealing 
$390 was convicted of grand larceny 
at San Francisco. The punishment 
Is from one to ten years. The caso 
went over for sentence to be Imposed. 
Graham contracted with Messrs. Be- 
kins to take the Chinese exhibition 
junk Yang Wang Ho, to New Orleans 
but left it outside the San Francisco 
heads and returned to the city. The 
$390 he was convicted of stealing was 
money given him to pay pioltage fees 
through the straits of Magellan. 

A new schedule was issued yester- 
day by the Pacific Coast steamship 
company for tile new service just In- 
augurated between Victoria and San 
Pedro and Southern Californian ports. 
The steamers Santa Rosa, City of 
Puebla and Queen will run between 
Seattle, Victoria and San I'edro via. 
San Francisco, Santa Barbara, Re- 
dondo and San Diego, in a six day ser- 
vice and the steamer Slate of Cali- 
fornia will intervene between the sail- 
ings making a three-day service from 
San Francisco south.

The laying of tho foundations for 
this new and large Industry, it has 
been learned, have not yet been com- 
pleted. They have secured the sito 
for their factory but they haven't 
closed the deal that will place In their 
hands tho timber area that will furnish 
the logs from which the finished 
lumber will lie cut.

to Esquimalt and for general use In 
connection with the business.

Promise of Branch Railroad to 
Cowichan Lake Encour- 
ages Settlers 



"The people of Cowichan valley are 
feeling optimistic with regard to the 
future," remarked C. H. Dickie, of 
Duncans, who Is in the city, having 
been among the passenbers by the 
noon 10. & N. train yesterday. The 
tenor of a speech recently delivered by 
H, K. Beasley, superintendent of con- 
struction on the island line, before 
the residents of that thriving com- 
munity had convinced them that there 
was every indication that the district 
was going to be exploited as was meri- 
ted by the wealth of its resources. 
Mr. Beasley had affirmed that it was 
the intention to construct a branch 
road from the E. & N. railway to 
Cowichan lake. That was all the 
people wanted at present. Assured 
that the work would be undertaken 
they were satisfied that the venture 
would be a success and Its promoters 
encouraged to undertake what might 
be deemed necessary fur the develop- 
ment of the sections in that vicinity 
that wouldn't be tapped by the contem- 
plated line. 

In the opinion of Mr. Dickie a branch 
from Duncans to Cowlchun lake would 
pay from the day it began operation. 
"There are billions of feet of timber 
In that district." he remarked, "so 
that the road would have enough busi- 
ness for years la connection with that 
Industry alone to say nothing- of oth- 
er traffic that would, of course, follow." 

Exactly what the 10. & N. manage- 
ment proposed doing after the rails 
had been laid as far as the lake was a 
question over which there was con- 
siderable difference of opinion. No 
official announcement had been made 



but there were few who believed that 
they would be content to allow the 
terminus to remain In the interior. 
Doubtless there would be a further 
extension In tho course of time, but 
Just what was in mind, in view of tho 
present construction of a line from 
Wellington to Albernl, It would be Im- 
possible to say and hard to conjecture.

GERMANS DO HONOR 
TO KAISER WILHELM 

Premier McBride, Dr. Young 
and Others Speak at the 
Driard Banquet 



The first banquet given by the Ger- 
man residents of Victoria in honor of 
the birthday of the Kaiser was cele- 
brated last night In the Driard hotel 
with a numerous and distinguished 
company. Carl Lowenberg, the Ger- 
man consul, was in the chair; on his 
right was Premier McBride and on his 
left was Speaker Eberts. Some of the 
other guests at the table were the 
lion. H. E. Young, H. P. W. Behnsen, 
M.P.P., U. S. Consul Smith and Mayor 
Hall. There were a number of the 
members of the legislative assembly 
ulso present, as well ns a representa- 
tive collection of the local German col- 
ony. 

Harry Hemming, of the Driard hotel, 
had provided a most excellent banquet 
alike a credit to the hotel and the 
hosts of the evening. Tho excellent 
fare discussed, Mr. Lowenberg gave the 
toast of the King, which was drunk 
to the accompaniment of jheers ami 
the National Anthem, everybody stand- 
ing. After the loyal toast, H. F. W, 
Behnsen, M.P.P., proposed tho health 
of the Kaiser, which was responded to 
enthusiastically, everybody rising and 
singing Hocli der Kaiser. 

The toast was responded to by the 
German consul In an eloquent speech, 
partly In German and partly In Eng- 
lish. When speaking in German he 
spoke fast, but was understood lo say, 
in part: 

"I thank you for Ihe enthusiastic 
fashion in which you have drunk the 
health of our beloved Kaiser. This is 
the first time that we have been to- 
gether for a patriotic feast of tills kind, 
the first time that the German colony 
of this city have organized a patriotic 
celebration. 

"I take this opportunity of saying 
that this Is the beginning of a new 
era. that there Is another and better 
day opening, of which there will be 
many future occasions in which the 
friendship of the two great nations In- 
volved will bo more fully manifested. 
I thank you again. I say, for the en- 
thusiastic way In which you have 
drunk tills toast. 

"But our guests here, many of them 
do not speak German, so I will not 
speak any longer In tho German 
tongue." 

Relapsing into English, Mr. Lowen- 
berg continued: 

"Gentlemen. I have merely acknow- 
ledge the toast and also expressed 
a wish that these gatherings will he 
witnessed again in the future. I make 
n.o apology for speaking in the Ger- 
man tongue, as tlio occasion required 
it. 

"We are honored tonight with the 
presence of the Premier, the minister 
of Education, the speaker of the house, 
the mayor of the city and several 
members of the legislature, and I am 
deeply grateful at the way you have 
responded to tho toast. This gather- 
ing Is a welcome opportunity of ad- 
dressing those who are, though of 
German descent, 'citizens of this 
country. Lot me say that I am not 
seeking to find fault with you on that 
account, for doubtless you have had 
good reasons for your action, but let 
me Impress this upon you.

"Thero aro many In the old country 
who hold that such as you arc lost 
to them for all time. This opinion 
ia constantly expressed In print, but 
I think that those who write thus 
'have not lived, as I have done, in 
foreign parts. It is not so. It rests 
altogether with you, whether or n.ot 
the ties which attach you to the great 
German Empire are to remain strong 
or not. You, and you only, can do 
this while keeping nil due loyalty to 
y.our adopted country. You can keep 
up these ties If you wish. 

"What are these ties, and how 
should these be strengthened? In 
tlio llrst place by nourishing and feel- 
ing pride in being of German descent 
and nationality, and by showing this 
on all proper occasions. it. is too 
much to iiope that this can be trans- 
mitted to your children. This can- 
not bo expected. But so far us you 
are concerned, It devolves upon you 
to keep tills feeling all the dtiys of 
your life. 

"Secondly, maintain the using of 
the German language, employing it 
whenever It Is possible and transmit- 
ting It to your children with Its 
boundless wealth of legend and tradi- 
tion. 

"Thirdly by opposing all the efforts 
of the bigoted to encroach upon your 
liberties as individuals. 

"And lastly, uphold those Ideals 
for which the German nation was cele- 
brated even before they became a 
political entity." 

The speaker went on to praise tho 
distinguishing mark of British peoples, 
that of fair play to all, and referred 
to the share German pioneers had 
played In the early development of the 
province and later In its public life, 
winding up with proposing the toast 
of the province of British Columbia. 

Hon. Richard McBride replied to 
the toast. Ho said In part: 

"1 must at once acknowledge tho 
grout privilege which 1 enjoy this 
evening In being one of this distin- 
guished company assembled to cele- 
brate the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Kaiser Wilhelm. I am satisfied that 
It is a matter of common and generous 
acknowledgment that his Imperial 
Majesty is one of the great men of our 
time, and occupies one of the most 
prominent places In the great and 
wonderful development of the German 
people, which Is largely attributable 
lo Ills diplomacy, tact, and foresight 
The press of the world can hardly 
ever he scanned without seeing some 
announcement cither of what he has 
done or what he Is going to do, while 
to us out west, he seems 'to keep 'cm 
all guessing' as to what his real In- 
tentions may be. But out here, it may 
hi", that we are not competent to pass 
judgment, but no man who tries to bo 
reasonable and keep In toucli with 
what Is going on In tho world can 
doubt that this prominent mention 
must be given Lo a man to whom thu 
attention and high consideration which, 
his high position entitles him to, is 
personally due. 

"From the llrst In British Columbia 
the Germans have had a prominent 
part In the life of our province In the 
broadest sense of thu word. You 
would search the earl;, directories of 
the province in vain If you would seek 
to Iind issues without some prominent 
German, or man of German descent, 
who was In the forefront building up 
the city in which he lived and the 
province as a whole. 

"The council has been, so good as 
to refer to the land in which we live, 
and I can fairly say that tjiosc brought 
up In the traditions of the Fatherland 
have had a beneficial Influence upon 
the conditions In which they lived, an 
influence which we continue to enjoy 
today." 

Mr. Mcnrido went on to pay an elo- 
quent tribute to Mr. Bohnsen, one of 
tho members for Victoria, who repre- 
sented the highest typo of German 
lis well as the characteristics uf a 
loyal and progressive Canadian. There 
was no place In the country beyond 
tlic reach of the German "who had file 
necessary qualifications. He con- 
cluded by referring to his trips 
through the province, where he had 
everywhere met with Germans in 
prominent and honorable positions. 

The Premier's speech was greeted 
with loud cheers, after which the 
"Maple Leaf" was sung— a delicate 
compliment which was much appreci- 
ated. 

Hon. I). M. Eberts and Hon. H. 13. 
Young were also called upon by Mr. 
Lowenberg for addresses, which were 
enthusiastically received. Then V. 
Krueger (proposed tho toast of the 
city of Victoria which was replied to 
by Mayor Hall In a most felicitous 
speech, the toasts com hiding with an 
eloquent address by F. Lies on "A 
Friendly Future" In which the links 
joining the British and Gorman na- 
tions were convincingly portrayed.
